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Harper faculty 
votes 105-77 to 
form union ties

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal lo form a 
union. The 
faculty voted 105-77 in 


favor of affiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pres David Macautay. 


A second referendum will be held 


next Thursday and Friday when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn.. and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors, Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the 
referendum 
at 
the 
Palatine 


campus. Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15, 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty. Last fall the teachers voted no 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 
with a union, ami a similar proposal 
also was defeated in 1973. 


Macaulay. 
who supported 
union- 


isation, 
said 
the 
college 
board's 


breaking off of contract negotiations 
with the faculty last month was the 
"final push" in convincing the faculty 
to form a union. 


He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAULAY SAID the decision to 


unionize means "the faculty will be 
more united. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will be 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Rausch. board vice 


chairman and chief negotiator, said 
he hopes the faculty's decision to 
form a union will not affect negotia- 
tions. 


In response 
to Macauiay's state- 


ment that the board will be inclined to 
take greater notice of the faculty. 
Rausch said, "I don't think the board 
is going to change the way it operates 
one whit." 


Trustee Judith Troehler. also a 


board negotiator, said, "There is not 
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a collective bargaining law in Illinois, 
so it is not mandatory that the board 
recognize a unionized faculty." In the 
past, the board has recognized the 
faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses. 


THE FACULTY now will have to 


decide whether the union will only 
take over contract negotiations, or if 
it will also play a role in academic 
affairs, Macaulay said. The faculty 
senate now is involved in academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week, Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard for the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
ranges and working conditions, and 
changes in the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for a 
union. 


The faculty senate and board of 


trustees 
have been involved in a 


series of court battles in the past year 
over salary negotiations. 


In the most recent case, the faculty 


obtained an injunction against the col- 
lege board, prohibiting it from mail- 
ing contracts for the 
1976-77 school 


year to faculty members. That case 
will be heard today in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


Macaulay said he will make a state- 


ment before next week's referendum 
in support of affiliation with one of the 
national teachers' unions. There also 
will be a debate Tuesday between the 
various contenders for affiliation, he 
said.

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Report King death didn't end FBI plot 


WASHINGTON <UPl> - The FBI 


tried to smear Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. even after his death — treat- 
ing him much like a Soviet agent — 
and had a plan to harass his widow as 
well, the stuff of the Senate In- 
t e l l i g e n c e Committee reported 
Wednesday. 


"The FBI's attempts to discredit 


Dr. King did not. end with his death'' 
by assassination In liwo. the staff sa73 
in one of a series of final reports on 
what it calls the FBI's "secret war1' 
against American citizens. 


The staff also said, however, it 


found no evidence the bureau was in- 
volved in King's murder. A Justice 
D e p a r t m e n t task force is In- 
vestigating that subject separately. 


But the report — prepared by the 


intelligence panel's investigative staff 
and not signed by committee mem- 
bers — said the FBI under J. Edgar 
Hoover pursued a "vicious vendetta" 
against King from 1903 until some 
time after his death, trying to dis- 
credit lus memory and to stop Con- 


gress from making his birthday a na- 
tional holiday. 


It said William Sullivan. Hoover's 


former FBI deputy, described 
the 


overall campaign against King and 
thousands of other suspected radicals 
as "a rough, tough, dirty business and 
dangerous . . ." 


"No holds were barred." Sullivan 


testified at committee hearings. "Wo 
h a v e 
used 
(similar) 
techniques 


against Soviet agents . . . We did not 
differentiate. This is a rough, tough 


business." 


Repealing conclusions the Com- 


mittee has published before, the re- 
port said Hoover considered King ''no 
good" and a dangerous force for dis- 
sent in America. 


H said he directed his agents to 


prove King was Communist — in- 
fluenced by tapping his telephones, 
bugging his hotel rooms and harass- 
ing him. One ploy was the anonymous 
letter, already publicized, which sug- 
gested King commit suicide or face 


disclosure of an extra-marital aft air. 


But Wednesday's report also includ- 


ed new disclosures about the smear 
campaign that followed king's death. 


When Congress was considering 


declaring his birthday a national holi- 
day, it said, the FBI's Crime Records 
Division "recommended briefing con- 
gressmen" who might keep the bill 
bottled up in committee if "they real- 
ize King was a scoundrel." 


Congress has yet to vote on a King 


birthday bill. 


The report also said the FBI At- 


lanta field office proposed a ''counter- 
intelligence operation," against King's 
memory and his widow in April, 1969. 


It said it did not blow details of the 


plan or whether it was ever carried 
out, but quoted an FBI memo as say- 
ing the program might be used "in 
(he event the bureau is inclined to en- 
t e r t a i n counterinleltigence action 
against Corelta Scott King and/or the 
continuous projection of the public im- 
age of Martin Luther King."

Ford signs Highway Assistance Act

the nation's transportation needs." In a Rose Garden ceremony, 
Ford signed the legislation which authorizes spending over the next 
two years, beginning Oct. 1. and places primary responsibility for 
use of the funds In the hands of stale and local authorities. He said 
the new law will open up many hundreds of jobs "both directly and 
indirectly." Ford said it consolidates a number of existing cate- 
gorical grant proerams into "a broader, more flexible program, a 
5-trp which should help state and local officials solve their trans- 
portation problems more effectively." 


Jury finds Gov. Moore innocent 


A federal jury Wednesday believed the word of Republican Gov. 


\rch Moore of West Virginia and found him innocent of charges he 
conspired to extort $25,000 during his reelection campaign four 
years ngo from a now bankrupt loan company. Moore's former top 
aide, indicted with the governor, was also acquitted by the jury 
following seven hours of deliberations. Moore. 53. and William Loy, 
44, the former aide, were charged in a one-count indictment with 
accepting $23.000 from Diversified Mountaineer Corp., the loan com- 
pany. The government charged tney used their influence to try to 
convince the state banking board to grant the charter to a sub- 
sidiary of DMC. The charter was not granted

nomination in Kansas City in August 


Senate iails to 
override Ford's 
day care veto 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


failed by three votes Wednesday to 
follow (lie lead of the House and over- 
ride President Ford's veto of a child 
day care center bill. 


The legislation would have author- 


ized S125 million to help day care cen- 
ters around the country meet the cost 
of new federal staffing standards, as 
well as state-imposed health and safe- 
ty regulations. 


Ford had denounced the house over- 


ride vote on Tuesday and he urged the 
Senate to sustain his veto. The Presi- 
dent said the bill would "make per- 
manent highly controversial and cost- 
ly day care staff-to-children ratios" 
and deny stales flexibility in setting 
and enforcing their own standards. 


Advocates of the bill said centers 


now serving thousands of poverty-lev- 
el children would be forced to close 
without the federal money. 


Although the House had 33 more 


votes than necessary Tuesday, the 60- 
34 Senate vote Wednesday fell three 
short of the required two-thirds of 
those present.

Carter's own delegate 
cnunt showed 656 in the bag.

Wallace, who salvaged his Alabama 
delegation in an otherwise disastrous 
showing Tuesday, said he could sup- 
port Carter as the Democratic nomi- 


nee. Udall predicted the Democrats 
would not leave "blood on the floor'' 
in their nomination process tliis year: 
"We're not going to screw it up the 
way we did in '68 and '72. We're going 
to win one for a change." 


Carter's campaign manager 
also 


said there had been communication 
between the Georgian and Sen. Hu- 
bert Humphrey. But a spokesman for 
Humphrey called UPI and said the 
Minnesota Democrat did not call Car- 
ter and that "Humphrey has no in- 
tention of endorsing Jimmy Carter or 
anyone else at all." 


Hamilton Jordan, the Carter cam- 


paign chief, made two predictions in 
the wake of the Tuesday primaries: 
that Carter will get t.OOO delegates by 
June 9 and that "I think you'll see, in 
the next few weeks, some leaders of 
the party and elected officials making 
public statements of support for us."

Rival troops hug, kiss in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UP1) - A frag- 


i 1 e American-negotiated cease-fire 
held in Beirut's port district Wednes- 
day and Moslem and Christian troops 
who only hours earlier were locked in 
deadly battle embraced and kissed 
along the frontlines. 


Some 500 troops of the Syrian-con- 


trolled Palestine Liberation Army pa- 
trolled a 60-yard buffer zone between 
leftist and right-wing outposts, enforc- 
ing the 29th truce in the year-long civ- 
il war which has killed nearly 19,000 
persons. 


The truce was arranged through a 


proposal by special U.S. envoy L. 
Dean Brown for the warring Moslem 
and Christian forces to ban the use of 
heavy artillery in their battle for con- 
trol of the port. 


Moslem leader Kanial Jumbiatt ac- 


cepted the proposal "because it was a 
humanitarian matter" and 
asked 


Brown to make the same appeal to 
rightist leaders. Within hours 
the 


fighting dwindled to sporadic sniper 
fire. 


A tour of the ravaged district took 


on an almost holiday air despite the 
smouldering fires and occasional zing 
of sniper bullets. 


Moslem and Christian militiamen, 


who poured machinegun and artillery 
fire at each other for the past four 
days, hugged and, kissed along shell- 
blasted Allenby Street, the front line 
of the battle for the waterfront. 


Gunmen squired pretty girls in 


straw hats up to the front in Jeeps 
with machine guns mounted on top. 
Old Kurdish women wearing long 
white veils gossiped for the first time 
in days amid the smoking ruins. 


At the front line, the truce was al- 


most entirely effective. 
Only in- 


frequent bursts of sniper fire could be 
heard in back streets. 


During the four days of fierce battle 


Moslem leftist forces advanced sev- 
eral hundi-ed yards toward the last 
Christian outposts but failed to push 
the Phalangisls from the harbor or 
the strategic Fattal building which 
dominates the area. 


Syrian officers arc scheduled to 


move into the building later this week 
to prevent truce violations, leftist and 
rightist spokesmen said.

Ford's primary losses 
spark state GOP anxiety

There were apparent signs Wednes- 


day that some Illinois Republican 
leaders are worried over President 
Ford's recent string of primary elec- 
tion defeats. 


Discussion of Ford's losses occupied 


only a brief portion of a Republican 
Leadership Council meeting at the 
Hyatt Regency Chicago. State GOP 
Chairman Don Adams, however, re- 
fused to make any public comment on 
Ford's primary setbacks. 


During a press conference held in 


conjunction with the "nuts and bolts" 
party meeting, Illinois Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam Scott predicted Ford could win 
Illinois in November over ex-Georgia 
Gov. Jimmy Carter, the frontrunner 
for the Democratic nomination. Scott, 
seeking reelection in November, re- 
fused to go out on the same limb for 
ex-California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


"I am hopeful the candidate nomi- 


nated by the Republican National 
Convention will help the state ticket," 
Scott said, when asked by The Herald 
if Reagan could win the state. 


JAMES THOMPSON, the party's 


gubernatorial candidate, said he did 
not think the rejuvenation of the Rea- 
gan-campaign would have any effect 
on his own campaign. 


"I got considerable support from 


both Ford and Reagan supporters dur- 
ing the primary," Thompson said. 
D u r i n g the primary campaign, 
Thompson said he would be "comfort- 
able" with either Ford or Reagan at 
the head of the ticket. 


Ford beat Reagan handily in the Il- 


linois March 16 primary. Until Satur- 
day, Reagon's only primary election 
success was In North Carolina. Since 
Saturday he has beaten the president 
in Texas, Indiana, Georgia and Ala- 
bama and now leads Ford in the num- 
ber of elected committed convention 
delegates. Ford supporters have noted 
a large percentage of the nearly 300 
uncommitted delegates elected, how-

3) The fix was on. 
4) Cosell made the show a total 


bore. 


5) Ati was terrible. 
If you picked No. 1 after viewing 


the ABC telecast, you're definitely In 
IhA minority. You're also a blind All 
fan. 


For some, awaiting the judges' deci- 


sion was the most exciting part. But 
to the avid fight fan, the winner 
wasn't really in doubt. As Ali pointed 
out afterward, "Now you know why 
the boxing law says a champion has 
to have his title taken away from him, 
and that the aggressor wins." 


When an average fighter like Young 


was hiding outside the ropes (see pic- 
ture) in almost every round, it had to 
detract from his otherwise brilliant 
15-round survival against chubby Mu- 
hammad. 


Answer No. 2 was the angle taken 


by several east coast writers, such as 
Dick Young of the New York Dally 
News: 


"All won by the grace of three hero- 


worshipping fight officials . . . I be- 
lieve many people, the voting officials 
among them, refuse to believe what 
they gee when one of their super- 
heroes doesn't function as expected." 


Such a statement by the con- 


troversial as well as outspoken Mr.

Young didn't surprise me. He always 
was anti-Alt. 


The public's reaction was much 


more vocal. 


"The second the decision was an- 


nounced, the telephone operators tell 
me the switchboard lit up like a 
Christmas tree," said Roone Arledge, 
the president of ABC Sports. 


Many of these callers agreed with 


answer No. 3. They swore the fight 
was fixed. 


Although Washington, D.C. is fa- 


mous for its fixes, this wasn't one of 
them. "The whole world was watch- 
ing" on free TV. Referee Tom Kelly 
and judges Terry Moore and Larry 
Barrett had too much pressure on 
them to fix a heavyweight champion- 
ship. 


However, Kelly and Moore must 


have dozed off during several rounds 
or they never would have scored it 72- 
65 and 71-64, respectively, in favor of 
Ali. Barrett stayed awake and had a 
more realistic score — 70-88. 


One Chicago columnist heaped some 


of the blame for the prizefight flop on 
Howard Cosell, who handled the blow- 
by-blow. 


"Friday night, he failed as a play- 


by-play man because he did not pay 
enough attention to the action," said 
Bill Granger of (he Sun-Times. 


What action, Bill? 
"After the fight, Cosell got to Ali 


briefly but no other ABC reporter was 
around to pick up Jimmy Young's 
postfight comments from the ring," 
added Granger. 


That had me wondering, too. Frank 


Gifford was in the audience inter- 
viewing a celebrity prior to the main 
event. But where was the "Giffer" 
(as Cosell refers to him) when Howie 
could have used him? Possibly out 
drinking a Dry Sack on the rocks? 


It wasn't one of Cosell's better per- 


formances. But his boss, Arledge, was 
partly at fault. There was a long bor- 
ing delay between the preliminary 
fight and Ali's. 


Sports fanatics probably turned to 


the NBA playoff game for some relief 
from all the commercials. There must 
have been twice as many com- 
mercials as rounds. 


Point No. 5 was my answer to any- 


body that cared to ask. I have always 


been a fan of Ali. However, Friday 
night I thought he deserved to lose. 
He likes to be called the "People's 
Champion," but he certainly didn't 
put on a performance the television 
public could enjoy. His pugilistic style 
was pathetic because of his paunchy 
condition. 


I found myself asking, "Why he was 


fighting so often this year?" (His May 
24 match with Richard Du»n will be 
his third in five months.) And the an- 
swer kept coming up, "Because his 
manager, Herbert Muhammad, wants 
him to." 


Some believe Ali is fighting so often 


this year to help the Black Muslim 
religious movement out of its finan- 
cial problems. In the "old days," 
champions wouldn't go into the ring 
more than a couple times a year be- 
cause of the heavy income taxes. That 
wouldn't come into play for Ali if he 
was giving large portions of his mil- 
lion dollar fights to charity — Muslim 
charity. 


Unfortunately, possibly the greatest 


fighter of them all is too old to have 
his body in top shape for every one of 
these fights. So.the public must put up 
with so-so performances several times 
before seeing a superb showing as the 
Ali-Joe Frazier matchup last fall. 


Ali promises he'll be in better shape 


against Dunn, the European champ. 
After such an embarrassing showing, 
his fans hope so. 


He used to say that after he retires 


the fight game will die. Many more 
travesties like last Friday and Ali will 
personally kill It off.

Modern man sometimes takes foi 


granted the fantastic achie\ements 
technology has made possible Gigan- 
tic bridges, underwater tunnels., truis- 
sive dams and skyscrapers all require 
huge, complex machnery The ancient 
world contained no such labor-saving 
equipment What was built then was 
the product of backbieaking Ijbor and 
infinite patience. 


The Egyptian pyramids are among 


the Seven Wonders of the Ancient 
World 
Although carelessly ravaged 


and unappreciated for centuries, rums 
of 35 pjramids still stand near the 
\ile River in Egjpt They svmbolize 
both the architectural genius and the 
long years of great physical toil of the 
Eyptian people. 


Built about 4.500 jears ago, the 


pyramids were constructed to protect 
the bodies of the kings Queens and 
families of rulers were also entombed. 
The Egyptians believed that gods and

goddesses were Involved in every hu- 
man activity from birth to death. 
Their kings were also gods, and by 
preserving and protecting their bodies 
their souls could live forever Their 
divine powers would thus continue to 
i n f l u e n c e the prosperity of the 
country. 


The pyramids are gigantic struc- 


tures with square or rectangular 
bases 
and 
four 
triangular-shaped 


sides reaching a point at the top. 
Some cover areas many times larger 
than a football field and reach higher 
than 400 feet. 


How these massive tombs were 


erected has intrigued and puzzled 
mankind over the centuries. Surely 
such vast piles of immense stones 
could not have been moved without 
some sophisticated machinery. Yet 
they were. The answer is that thou- 
sands upon thousands of men labored 
tirelessly, day after day, year after 
year. Time seemed not at issue. 


No sooner had a king taken his 


throne than the construction of his 
pyramid was begun. Practically all 
the available labor force was assigned 
to the monumental task During fa- 


vorable weather the men cut the stone 
blocks at the quarries 
When the 


flooding rains arrived, rafts were 
floated up to the quarries, and with 
such simple aids as ropes, levers and 
wooden rollers, 
the blocks were 


placed on the rafts Once at the site 
of the pyramids, the blocks were 
worked off the rafts by the same 
means and hauled up a paved inclined 
slope or ramp to their positon on the 
pile. 


One of the most impressive tombs is 


the Great Pyramid at Giza. This mas- 
sive monument contains about 2.3 mil- 
lion stone blocks. Incredibly, the 
blocks averaged about 5,000 pounds 
apiece in weight. So carefully did the 
workmen shape them that they fitted 
together with only paper-thin spaces 
between them. 


To us 20th-century earthlings, time 


is of the essence Even our modern 
monolithic skyscrapers are completed 
within a year or two after construc- 
tion begins. It is difficult to conceive 
of the endless patience and years of 
backbreaking toJ which the Egyptian 
pyramids represent. But because they 
were built to last forever, they em-

ELK GROVE VILLAGE 
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Middle-income family 
paid 6.9% more in bills 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A hypothe- 


tical middle-income urban family paid 
bills totaling $15,318 over the year 
ended last fall, an increase of 6.9 per 
cent over the previous year, the La- 
bor Dept. reported Wednesday. 


That figure originally was set at 


$I5.47P — or $181 higher — in an esti- 
mate issued last month by the Depart- 
ment's Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
But it was revised downward to ac- 
count for an extra federal tax break 
in 1975. 


The bureau regularly computes an- 


nual budgets for urban families living 
on low. middle and high incomes. The 
hypothetical family comprises a 38- 
year-old full-time employed husband, 
an unemployed wife, a 13-year-old son 
and an 8-year-old daughter. 


THE REVISED LOW budget was 


$!),388, an increase of 4.2 per cent over 
last year, and the high budget rose 7.3 
per cent to $22,2M. Earlier estimate:; 
were about $200 higher. 


The biggest increases occurr.d in 


homeowning costs, transportati ,n and 
medical care, Costs for medical care 
rose more than 10 per cent to over 
$800 for all three families. 


Homeownership costs Increased 9.2 


per cent to $3,533 for middle families 
and $5,353 for high budgets. The cost 
of renting under the low budget was 


$1,857, up 5.6 per cent. Transportation 
costs rose about 9 per cent, ranging 
between $702 and $1,658. 


The bureau said the revison re- 


sulted from a "debate" among offi- 
cials who prepare the budgets over 
what taxes should be included. 


ALTHOUGH THE revised figures 


accounted for an extra personal ex- 
emption and a low income allowance 
permitted on 1975 federal income tax 
forms, it did not include rebates 
which most taxpayers received in ear- 
ly 1975 on taxes from the previous 
year. 


With these exemptions, the low 


budget family experienced a 14 per 
cent tax cut instead of an 11.6 per 
cent increase. The revision showed 
tax increases of 2 per cent for middle 
budget families and 6 per cent for 
those on a high living standard, in- 
stead of a 10 per cent rise. 


By comparison, an inflation rate of 


12.2 per cent in 1974 caused increases 
of more than 25 per cent in the feder- 
al tax bite on families at all levels 
that year. This prompted Congress to 
give rebates and extra exemptions. 


The low budget family shelled out 


$1,358 for taxes and other deductions 
in 1975. That figure was $2,891 at the 
middle level and $4,971 at the high 
level.

Burglar 
alarms: 


by LYNN ASINOF 


As the saying goes, your home is your castle. But in the North- 


west suburbs some people are turning their homes into fortresses. 


Electronically wired floor mats, ultra-sonic and infra-red motion 


detectors, panic buttons, smoke and heat detectors and other such 
devices have become an integral part of life with a burglar and fire 
alarm system. 


An estimated 2 per cent of the homes in the United States have 


burglar alarms, but the number is growing rapidly. Anne Murphy, 
security consultant for Dictograph, said her firm serves some 21,000 
people in the Chicago area alone. 


"And we hope to double that in the next five years," she said. 


POLICEMEN, firemen and security experts all seem to agree 


fiat every home should have a fire alarm, preferably a smoke 
detector. But there is less agreement about the need for residential 
burglar alarms. 


Ms. Murphy said she views burglar alarms as "basic household 


ptjuipment" that should be installed "hopefully before something 
happens." 


Other firms, like Burns Electronic Security Services, discourage 


Installation of residential burglar alarms. 


"We really try to talk people out of this," said Robert J. Broze- 


nec, assistant operations manager. 


Brozenec said residential burglar alarms can be justified if 


people are afraid of executive kidnaping, loss of valuables like an 
art collection or threats made against them and their families. 


"The costs both in terms of the emotional effect and the quan- 


titative effect have really got to be justified," he said. 


EVEN THE POLICE don't agree on the need for residential 


alarms. Mount Prospect Chief Ralph J. Coney said he likes residen- 
tial burglar alarms as a crime deterrent. Palatine crime prevention 
officer David Zack, however, said he doesn't think alarms are 
needed in most area homes. 


"Anytime you Install an alarm system, you have to conduct your 


life around that alarm system," Zack said. "By its very intention, 
it is going to inconvenience the homeowners somewhat, and it is 
going to require a change in his lifestyle." 


Zack said for this and other reasons he prefers a good set of locks 


and watchful neighbors as a way of preventing burglaries. 


Security firms usually install both burglar and fire alarms, 


most often in combined systems. Almost everyone recommends 
that if a family can afford only one alarm system, it should be a 
fire alarm. 


The burglar alarm system starts with perimeter protection, 


which basically means bugging the doors and windows to prevent 
burglars from getting in. 


MORE SOPHISTICATED systems include pressure sensitive car- 


pet mats, motion detectors, electronic eyes and other similar de- 
vices. These are used to protect the house when the family is gone. 


"You ought to be able to arm th« perimeter and still be able to 


live inside it," said George Demco, sales manager for Honeywell 
Protection Services, noting the perimeter and interior devices 
should be on separate controls. 


Some systems have a control box inside the home which operates 


on a delay. The person has a set amount of time, usually about 45 
seconds, to leave his home after activating the device. He has

similar period of time to turn off the alarm when he returns. 


This system is supposed to protect the control box from outside 


tampering. 


Ms. Murphy, however, said she prefers a system where the con- 


trol box is outside the home, saying the delay system allows the 
burglar inside the house for a short time before the alarm sounds. 


"We feel this is very dangerous," she said. "The most important 


thing to us is to keep the burglar outside of the house." 


THERE IS ALSO, a debate over the use of key-activated control 


boxes versus the newer number-coded push-button controls. Demco 
and Brozenec say keys can be stolen and key-controled locks can be 
picked. Ms. Murphy says her firm has a pick-proof lock which 
works better tna the number-coded controls. 


Almost everyone agrees that residential burglar alarms should 


have an audible alarm which will scare the amateur burglar away. 
The silent alarm that summons the police without any noise can 
lead to a confrontation situation. 


"Residential alarms in their best application frighten away the 


amateur, and that's really who we are dealing with," Zack said. 


Some systems rely solely on a bell or a siren to frighten off the 


burglar. More sophisticated systems also connect with the police 
station or with a central station operated by the security company. 


Once again, everyone agrees that the central station or police 


hookup is the best service, but it is also the most expensive. 


INSTALLATION of a typical monitored burglar and fire alarm 


system costs between $1,200 and $2,200. The monitoring is done on a 
monthly contract basis which can range from $12.50 to $50 a month, 
depending on the level of service. 


Alarm systems can be bought outright from the security company 


or be leased with a miantenance contract. Demco said he would be 
suspicious of any company that does not at least offer monthly 
service contracts or maintenance agreements. Although most 
people prefer to purchase their alarms. 


Many in the security field say a good burglar alarm firm should 


have a listing with Underwriters Laboratories. UL lists some 30-40 
burglar alarm firms in the Chicago area, and five are listed for 
central station operations. 


Demco recommended that homeowners interested in an alarm 


system contact their insurance company and take recommenda- 
tions from friends and neighbors. 


Brozenec said the major danger with alarms is that they lull 


people into a false sense of security. 


"There is no alarm system in the world that can't be com- 


promised," he said. "You are deterring the amateur, but the so- 
phisticated burglar, if he wants to get in there, he's going to." 


A fire alarm just may save your life

"I think they are very Important." 


said Arlington Heights Fire Chief 
John Hayden. "They wake people up 
and they have the chance to get out 
before the smoke gets to them."

vented if the family had enough warn- 
ing to get out. 


Fire alarms provide this warning. 


A few towns in the area, like Mount 
Prospect, now require the installation 
of at least one local alarm in new 
buildings. The National Fire Protec- 
tion Assn. 1976 code also will call for 
installation of fire alarms. 


FOR THE most part, however, it is 


up to the homeowner to protect him- 
self and his family against fire. 


Security companies will install fire 


alarms either alone or in combination 
w i t h 
a 
burglar 
alarm 
system. 


Through the security company, home- 
owners also can purchase a monitor- 
ing system that will alert the fire de- 
partment in case of an alarm. 


The important part of the alarm, 


however, is the noise that wakes the 
family. Homeowners can get this pro- 
tection by installing their own local 
alarms, which will set off a bell or 
siren. 


These alarms are either run by bat- 


tery, by household current or by both. 


IF BATTERY operated, the system 


has to be checked periodically to 
make sure that the power has not 
gone dead. Systems that operate on 
house current can short-out in an elec- 
trical storm or power failure. The 
best systems use household current 
with a battery backup. 


There are three different kinds of 


fire alarm devices. Fire and security 
e x p e r t s agree that 
homeowners 


should steer clear of heat detectors if 
they are the only type of device in- 
stalled to detect fire. 


"The smoke is what does the kill- 


Ing," said Mount Prospect Chief Law- 
rence Pairitii. "By the time tempera- 
tures reach the point where they set 
off the heal detector, the damage will 
be done." 


IONIZATION DETECTORS are ac- 


tivated by combustion particles pres- 
ent in the air before a fire begins. 
Smoke detectors use a photoelectric 
eye which is activated when blocked 
by visible smoke. 


People installing their 
own fire 


alarms should contact their local fire 
prevention bureau to make sure the 
devices are properly placed and in- 
stalled. 


"I would suggest a call to the fire 


prevention unit to see if the unit is 
approved and will function properly — 
before any bills are paid," Hayden 
said. 


Mount Prospect Fire Inspector Ed- 


ward Cavello said at least one unit 
should be placed near the bedrooms, 
but said the location of the alarms 
should be determined by ventilation 
patterns. 


Robert J. Brozenec of Burns Elec- 


tronic Security Services, said home- 
owners should only purchase units 
that have the Factory Mutual or Un- 
derwriters Laboratories seal. Prices 
start as low as $30 for a good unit, 
although Cavello said $50 is average. 


Good lock system 
best thief deterrent 


Burglar alarms may scare off most amateurs, but 


crime prevention bureau officers say there is nothing 
like a good lock. 


The most common lock ui area homes is the key-in 


the-knob lock. They have a push button on the interior 
side, and the door Is opened by inserting a key in the 
knob from the outside. 


"Those really are just privacy locks. They are not 


security devices," said David Zack, Palatine crime pre- 
vention officer. 


Mount Prospect Police Chief Ralph J. Doney said 


these locks are easily opened by slipping a credit card 
or piece of plastic through the door jamb. 


ONE OF THE most secure locks is a vertical double 


cylinder deadbolt, which preferably should be opened 
by a key on both sides. The need for a key on the 
inside, however, can pose a fire hazard if the key Is not 
readily available. 


Zack suggested that the key be kept within 40 inches 


of the lock, possibly tied to a string. He said, however, 
it should be kept away from glass, since burglars might 
be able* to break a window and reach the key. 


Proper installation also is important. Zack said the 


lock when thrown should extend at least one inch into 
the door jam. The strike plate should be secured to the 
door mamb with screws that are long enough to reach 
the wood behind the door frame. 


"Otherwise, the wood just splinters in the door 


frame," he said.

DONEY SAID no lock will work, however, unless the 


door is made of solid wood. "When they use a hollow 
core door, a guy can punch his fist right through the 
door," he said, noting all the locks in the world won't 
help in that situation. 


A mortise lock, installed inside the door in com- 


bination with a deadbolt, can be a good security device. 
Zack also recommended rim locks, which are attached 
inside the door. 


Normal window locks also are not very secure. Zack 


said homeowners can wedge a stick between the bottom 
and top part of a window, drill a hole through the two 
window halves and insert a locking pin, or purchase a 
commercial window lock. 


Sliding glass door locks also are available in hard- 


ware stores. Zack said persons who merely insert a 
stick in the window track to keep it shut also should put 
screws in the upper track so that the door can't be 
lifted out of the runners.

young couples is their apparent in- 
ubility to buy a house of their own. 
Whether a couple or u single, two 
roadblocks impede the straight and 
narrow path to a home of one's own 
— liigh interest rates for mortgage 
loans and escalating building costs. 


Of the two. higher costs, increasing 


10 to 14 per cent a year, appear to 
have priced the single-family house 
out of many would-be buyers' price 
range. Two options are appearing as 
ways around both roadblocks: 


I No-frill houses hold the line on 


costs by eliminating some of the ex- 
tras or "luxuries." Frills most likely 
to be dropped include extra floor 
space, garage or carport, porch, high 
ceilings and an extra bath. With the 


continuing scarcity and high price of 
land, builders are opting for smaller 
lots where zoning permits. 


Compact is one term appn'ed to the 


no-frill house. Just as cars are being 
scaled back for fuel economy, com- 
pact house designs feature double- 
duty rooms, such as living and dining 
rooms combined or a portion of a 
family room area available for sleep- 
ing on a pull-down bed in one wall. 


To keep prices low, builders may 


no longer include appliances in the 
house price. Financing a refrigerator 
and other appliances over a 25-or 30- 
year period could mean paying for 
them long after they wear out. 


Box-like construction also costs less 


because a minimum of wall space en- 
closes a maximum of. floor space. 
Many houses no longer offer a base-

nient. Sometimes, value is removed 
from a no-Mil house faster than price 
— but lower prices are showing up — 
and buyers are accepting less than 
their dream house. 


2. Finish-it-yourself houses offer an- 


other route to a home of your own at 
a price you can afford. Finish-it-your- 
self homes work for a simple econom- 
ic reason — owners increase their ef- 
fective income. The work or "sweat- 
equity" you pour into completing a 
shell house exchanges your time, ef- 
fort and talent for cash. These are the 
same resources you apply to a job in 
exchange for wages or salary. 


When you apply time, effort and tal- 


ent to finishing your own house, you 
earn an income that shows up as a 
more valuable house. Later, if you 
should sell the house, any gain you

recognize amounts to income acquired 
at capital-gain rates rather than as 
ordinary income (assuming you sell 
your house more than six months af- 
ter buying it). Or, you may defer a 
capital gam by buying another house 
of equal or greater value within 13 
months. 


A builder erects the finish-it-your- 


s e 1 f 
house on foundations 
that 


he builds. The house is enclosed and a 
finished roof protects the interior. 
But, 
inside there may be little more 


than space — no ceiling under the 
roof, only a rough subfloor, roughed-in 
connections to sewer and water sys- 
tems and electrical power only to a 
main distribution box. You take it 
from there. 


Various packages may be added. 


You could ask the builder to complete 
the plumbing up to the point of in- 
stalling fixtures. Typically, you must 
build in the floor and walls of a bath 
before fixures can be installed. You 
could do the same with a kitchen. For 
another batch of dollars the builder 
will install a heating system and an 
approved electrical distribution sys- 
tem from the main box to all other 
rooms. 


Depending on your on time avail- 


ability and skills, you could elect to do 
all these tasks yourself. You may 
opt to buy the materials from the 
builder or other sources and hire 
someone else to help you install 
them. Many options are available, but 


the more you and your spouse plus 
any friends you can drag onto the 
scene accomplish, the fewer out-of- 
pocket dollars your house will cost. 


How much can you save by going 


the 
finish-it-yourself 
route? 
Some 


couples save as much as 25-35 per 
cent of a comparably priced finished 
house. But remember — sweat equity 
means work. Be sure your marriage 
or single determination .will withstand 
the frustrations of living amidst saw- 
dust, holidays and weekends spent 
with hammer in hand, and extra cash 
going for plasterboard, hardware and 
innumerable other materials instead 
of new clothes, sports, travel and fun 
activities.

manager tor Country Mutual In- 
surance Co.. Bloomington, Illinois, 
said that basing premium on a 
combination of market value and 
replacement cost could solve the 


insurance-to-value problem. 


Combining the 
two systems 


through a classification system, 
he said, "would allow writing in- 
surance to near replacement cost 
on newer construction and writing 
insurance at market value on old- 
er dwellings. The premium for 
each $1,000 of insurance could be 
higher on the older dwellings. In a 
classification system, the average 
premium on the older dwelling 


would be increased without the 
over-insurance problem and the 
arson possibility. A similar classi- 
fication system has been in effect 
in farm property for several years 
and has been effective in getting 
more equitable 
premiums be- 


tween risks." 


Knight 
said 
classification of 


buildings was not important in it- 
self, but only a means to get ade- 
quate premium at the outset, 


which was crucial. "If the proper 
value is not obtained when proper- 
ty is first written, the amount of 
insurance will probably be in er- 
ror during the life of the policy," 
he said. 


He said training methods for 


property valuation needed to be 
improved, and the development of 
appraisal manuals, square foot 
guides and so on could not substi- 
tute for careful inspections of the 
property. 


If inspectors took account of the 


following factors, he said, obtain- 
ing insurance-to-value would be 
easier and would benefit both the 
policyholder and the company: 
square feet of living space, quali- 
ty of construction, age, location, 
repairs and remodeling, appear- 
ance, safety devices, condition of 
appliances, heating and cooling 
units and the age and condition of 
the roof.

Thygerson said, 
include no-growth environmental con- 
cerns and restrictive zoning, and in- 
creased labor and materials costs.

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Consumer abuse plagues 
swimming pool industry 


by MICHAEL ,J. CONLON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The home 


swimming pool business is beset by 
worthless guarantees, balt-and-switch 
advertising and shoddy workmanship, 
said a Federal Trade Commission re- 
port. 


Americans spend about $1.3 billion 


each year on backyard poools, the re- 
port said. It said while much of the 
industry is honest, there is consid- 
erable consumer abuse, especially in- 
volving pools made of vinyl liners 
placed inside wood or metal frames. 


"The most serious problems faced 


by the consumer relate to the failure 
to repair swimming pools which are 
poorly installed or which have manu- 
facturing defects," said the staff re- 
port which the FTC released without 
comment. 


In addition, a "significant segment" 


of the Industry advertises pools for 
$500 to $800 as a bait and then switch- 


es its customers to pools costing 
from four to five times that amount, 
the report said. 


"Every spring thousands of persons 


succumb to the blandishments of _a 
tail advertisement and allow them- 
selves to be switched to a higher 
priced model." it said. "Added to this 
is the inducement that in the unlikely 
event of a problem arising, they have 
an unconditional guarantee with free 
repair service . .. 


"Frequently the pool owner is quite 


shocked to discover, when a problem 
does arise, that the long term guaran- 
tee which formed a major basis for 
his decision to purchase a pool is so 
limited as to be virtually worthless." 


Leaks in the vinyl pool iner often 


are the first problem the consumer 
has, the report said. 


But if that happens during the first 


year after installation, for example, 
most guarantees 
require the con- 


sumer to drain the pool, remove the 
liner, clean it, dry it and ship it pre- 
paid to the manufacturer before it 
will be repaired "without cost." 


Antther problem, the report said, is 


the apparent widespread use of in- 
experienced high school or college age 
youths during the summer to install 
pools, despite "complex excavation 
and assembly work" involved. 


On top of all that, the report said, 


disputes which arise cannot be settled 
in small claims court because the 
amount of money involved is too high, 
and the consumer — often, having 
mortgaged his home if not his future 
to buy the- pool — cannot afford a law- 
yer to take the matter to a higher 
court. 


The report was based on hearings 


held by the FTC's New York office. 
The agency is studying the findings 
and could issue industry regulations 
aimed at addressing the abuses.

Isolate that entry to home 


Many of our housing developments 


(circa 195ns) were conceived with the 
open plan that allowed living, dining 
and kitchen areas to flow without vis- 
ual barriers. At the time, this seemed 
revolutionary, because we'd been liv- 
ing in separate compartments: living 
room, dining room, kitchen, entry, 
bedroom, laundry room. 


The new visual spaciousness was 


welt received. But now. a generation 
later, we do discover some problems 
with that over-visual impact. For ex- 
ample, when someone comes to the 
front door, how to maintain privacy 
for guests and family members using 
these open-plan spaces. Another con- 
cern is the mess of food preparation 
— it isn't always something we want 
to reveal to neighbors and visitors. 


The rooms shown today solves some 


of those problems. The first consid- 
eration was to try to isolate the entry 
s o m e w h a t from the dlning-llving 
room. 


Step No. 1 was to partition gently. 


You cannot actually see the front door 
now. It has been baffled behind a 
floor-to-ceiling screen made of tex- 
t'lred hardboard paneling with Maso- 
nite. It's a double-faced wall with the 
Butterwood paneling used on both 
sides. 


Step No. 2 was to create daylight 


for the entry. Since it had been de- 
pendent on the general light in the 
area, a skylight was installed. This 
might also be handled so that at night 
light could seem to emanate 
from 


above. 


Once the skylight work was com- 


pleted, the rest of the walls were 
treated to the same Masonite Butter-

Mortgage loan 
delinquencies 
drop in March 


Mortgage loan delinquencies at sav- 


ings and loan associations dropped 
sharply tn March, 197(3, reports the 
U.S. 
League of Savings Associations. 


The March delinquency figure was 
0.93 per cent, as compared to 1.06 per 
cent in February of this year. 


The Icaguo bases its delinquency re- 


port on a survey of more than f)4" sav- 
ings 
associations 
and cooperative 


banks representing slightly more than 
31 per cent of the total assets of the 
b u s i n e s s ! , A loan is considered 
delinquent if payment has not been 
made within 60 days of the payment 
date stipulated on the mortgage note. 
The survey Includes all types of mort- 
gage loans — conventional, FHA and 
VA. 


The March delinquency figure was 


very similar to March of 1975 when 
delinquencies registered 0.94 per cent, 
and 
the 
low point 
In 
1975 delin- 


quencies occurred in April when the 
figure reached 0.92 per cent. 


The league said that delinquencies 


are seasonal and in some ways reflect 
families' spending habits. Normally, 
they will decline in the second quar- 
ter, but rise slightly in the third quar- 
ter due to vacation spending, holi- 
days and other "summertime" activi- 
ties. 


The trade association also pointed 


out that the current figure indicates 
that delinquencies represent less than 
1 per cent of all the mortgage loans 
on savings and loan books.

He said people arc still 
a little nervous about the economy 
and they are deferring discretionary 
spending.

are bulging with funds and it is rela- 
tively easy to get an 80 per cent con- 
ventional mortgage loan for 8% per 
cent interest and up to 30 years to 
p=iy. In some areas 8!-i per cent loans 
are available. And buyers willing to 
pay 9'.'i per cent interest can gel 90 to 
03 per cent loans." 


Walters believes it is extremely un- 


likely that interest rates will get any 
lower because at their present level 
they are at about the lowest possible 
"spread" for lenders. "When a sav- 
ings and loan association has lo pay 
from s'.Ji up to 7V\ per cent interest to 
at tract savings you cannot expect it to 
charge much less than current rales 
for a loan and remain in business," he 
said. 


A rise in interest rates is expected 


by June, but Walters doesn't know to 
what extent. 


"Lenders tell us several things may 


alter the mortgage picture. One is a 
rise in consumer confidence, 
This 


may spark a surge of deferred spend- 
ing for autos, appliances, vacations 
and other discretionary items. This, in 
turn, could spark business demand for 
funds as the economy expands, rais- 
ing interest rates generally. Either of 
these could start a flow of funds out of 
savings accounts, possibly making it 
harder lo gel home mortgage loans 
and raising loan rates," he said. 


Wallers said the present adminis- 


tration will manage lo prevent any 
wild gyrations that will drastically al- 
ter the present situation. 


"We cannot argue with lending au- 


thorities who suggest 
that interest 


rates will edge up by early summer, 
but that possibility may account For 
the very active market we are cur- 
rently experiencing," said Walters. 
"Another probability is thai most 
people have observed a steady appre- 
ciation of property values in recent 
years. Even though the rate of in- 
flation may be slowing down, it isn't 
stopping entirely. The price of exist- 
ing homes, which continue to attract 
buyers because they tend to have su- 
perior locations in established com- 
munities, is increasing." 


Walters said thai while politics may 


provide a cushion for extreme fluctua- 
tions in homebuying costs, the com- 
bination of price and financing cost 
are teller now llian they are likely lo 
be by summer.

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A necessity for women 
Facing up to the reality of money

• A woman, suddenly widowed, finds the manage- 


rial and financial decisions of handling the family 
estate too much for her. 


• A woman, recently divorced after 10 years of 


marriage, can't balance a checkbook. 


• A married woman with two teenage children 


and a financially successful husband no longer wants 
to be left out of managing family finances but 
doesn't know how to change the situation. 


These are not isolated incidents. Rather, they are 


all too common occurrences. Many women are 
strangers to money management and family fi- 
nances. 


"The traditional role of men in this country re- 


grettably has led to the concept that women can't 
cope with finances," said Rena Trevor, director of 
women's programs at Harper College. "There seems 
to be a big hole In women's knowledge." 


"Normally the husband handles the checkbook," 


said Mike Steil, assistant cashier in charge of oper- 
ations at The Bank and Trust Company of Arlington 
Heights. "He'll give her a weekly allowance for the 
house and take care of other obligations himself." 


Mrs. Trevor, who teaches courses in money and 


time management, believes women must be edu- 
cated to not exclude themselves from money deci- 
sions. 


Unfortunately, many women feel themselves to be 


In adversary positions with their husbands over fi- 
nances, she said, and others believe they will not 
understand the complexities of the financial world. 


GENE MACKEVICH, E. F. Hutton and Co. ac- 


count executive who teaches investments seminars 
for women, finds this true for his students. 


"They're not sure they will understand and they're 


afraid they will get in over their heads," he said. 


Mackevich consequently spends the first five min- 


utes of each session calming women's fears before 
covering the vocabulary, methods and how-to's and 
problems of Investing. 


Women 
have a 
responsibility to themselves 


"whether they want it or not" to learn to handle 
finances, he said. "It's the mystique of who has what 
responsibility in a family and why. Finances should 
be a mutually agreeable and well thought-out pro- 
gram for the good of the whole family." 


"Even if a wife says, 'Jim takes care of the mon- 


ey,' she needs to learn financial basics. Jim might 
not always be there," said Mackevich. 


What Mackevich said Is borne out in recent Cen- 


sus Bureau figures. Currently women in the U.S. 
outnumber men by 5.6 million according to its study. 
And all projections indicate the trend will continue in 
the next quarter century. 


WOMEN NOW ARE living almost eight years long- 


er than men. on the average, compared to 3.5 years 
longer in 1930. By March 1975, nearly half of all 
women age 65 and over were widowed, the report 
stated. 


Another segment of the women have no "Jim" to 


rely upon. More women choose to remain single or 
do not remarry after divorce according to the Cen- 
sus Bureau. And its figures show that female-head- 


ed households have increased by 73 per cent since 
1960. 


"What's happening is that more and more women 


are working," said Mrs. Trevor. In fact, the number 
of women in the labor force nearly doubled between 
1950 and 1974. 


"As more are going into the work force, they face 


the reality of money." she said. "Ideally, that should 
have started when they were very young." 


Regardless of when women should have learned to 


handle finances, Mrs. Trevor, Mackevich and Steil 
agree they increasingly are making up for lost time. 


"Especially younger women seem to be taking the 


initiative," said Steil, "They are working, bringing 
in income and they want to see where it's going." 


STEIL SAID handling the checkbook and budg- 


eting for bills are the first money skills to learn. 


From there, if women have the money, they can 
begin to invest. "Investing amounts to two things," 
he said. "How much, and for how long." 


To invest, Mackevich said women first have to 


decide what they want to do with their money. Do 
they want security? Extra income? Tax shelters? 
Liquidity? 


For example, said Mackevich, if liquidity (the con- 


version of investments to cash) is important for a 
woman, savings accounts are "most liquid," follow- 
ed in varying order by certificates of deposit, trea- 
sury bills, common stocks and bonds. Real estate 
would not be a good choice, he said. 


Mackevich, labeling savings accounts "mad mon- 


ey" or spending spree investments, said other types 
jf investments can be just as secure but can yield 
more return. 


Where savings accounts yield only up to around 


five per cent interest a year (not extremely high 
considering the inflation rate), common stocks can 
evolve seven per cent or more a year in dividends. 
And it takes only about four or five days for an 
investor to get cash from selling stocks, so liquidity 
is fairly good, he said. 


HOWEVER, women generally seem reluctant to 


invest their money, said Mrs. Trevor. "Stocks seem 
to many like riding the rim of gambling," she said. 
"They go for the more conservative investments." 
Besides, stock investments require 
professional 


guidance. 


Conservative herself with money, Mrs. Trevor rec- 


ommends women have about six months income in 
savings accounts or highly liquid certificates of de- 
posit (CDs) and that women who have money to 
invest start with higher interest CDs and define their 
goals from there. 


Certificates of deposit may be purchased at banks 


or savings and loan institutions for periods as short 
as 90 days or for up to six years. Interest rates 
increase with length of deposit time, said Steil, who • 
also recommended Mrs. Trevor's basic approach. 


"If you don't need the money, invest for the higher 


interest rates," he said. But it is best to wait until 
living expenses have settled somewhat before doing 
so, he said. 


Another investment many look to is real estate oth- 


er than the home occupied. "Many women seem to 
like to invest in property," said Mrs. Trevor. "It's 
solid, you can see it. Yet that has more pitfalls than 
anything else." 


The major problem, she said, is unexpected costs 


in maintaining the property, including natural dis- 
asters like storms and equipment breakdowns. 


MACKEVICH SAID women should begin investing 


their money when they feel comfortable about it, 
"probably when their mad money account is more 
than $3,000," he said. 


He disagrees with Mrs. Trevor that women are 


more conservative than men in their investments. 
"They are insecure and hesitant in making in- 
vestments because they don't have the financial 
background," he said. 


To become financially independent in knowledge, a 


woman should begin to take an active role in family 
finances. "She should make her husband understand 
the importance of this so she won't be in a bind if he 
is no longer around," said Mrs. Trevor. 


Seminars, short courses and lectures on finances 


are another way to pick up information and under- 
stand the language of investments. Reading mate- 
rial, like finance columns, brochures and books, are 
also useful learning tools for some women. Macke- 
vich has compiled reading "homework" into a free 
. kit, available to anyone who writes to him at E. F. 
Button and Co., 141 W. Jackson Blvd., Chicago 60604. 


Divorced, widowed and single women shouldn't be 


left to flounder through the financial maze and per- 
petuate the myth that women have no mind for mon- 
ey. 


"Women have been sheltered and deprived of the 


proper information for too long," said Mackevich. 


(Juggling budgets, investing money 


and simply balancing a checkbook 
can seem complicated to women unfa- 
miliar with money operations. Two 
who've learned nwney handling the 
hard way. one a widow and the other 
a divorcee, discussed their experi- 
ences with reporter Barbara Ladd. 
Their real names are not used to pro- 
tect their privacy.) 


At age 37, Mrs. 
X., Arlington 


Heights, was left a widow with two 
children. 7 and 10 years old. That was 
13 years ago. 


"I didn't know much about a check- 


book," she said. "I didn't even know 
how to drive a car." 


"I was an absolute shadow to my 


husband." she added reflectively. 


So after 15 years of marriage, she 


learned. 


"When you're left with young chil- 


dren, you find they're 
concerned. 


They think their security is gone," 
said Mrs. X. She showed them 
it 


wasn't. 


She learned to drive a car. "You 


just have to make yourself go out and 
do it." 


And she learned to keep up her 


checkbook. ("There's not really much 
to know.'1) 


She took car care and investments 


courses at night. 


Her bank, Mrs. X. said, was a great 


help. She learned she could take a loan 
out on a car, home or insurance in an 
emergency. Now, she said, "It's real- 
ly not all that difficult" In fact, she 
enjoys handling the finances. "It's a 
bit of a challenge." 


"What's funny is men who tell you 


you've done so well," she said. "I 


guess it's their chauvinism showing 
through. It's like they didn't see how I 
could make it on my own. Or how any 
woman could make it on her own." 


"ONE THING I KNOW, I have a 


heck of a lot more confidence than I 
did before," said Mrs. X. 


Jane Y., Des Plaines, also has 


much more confidence than 
four 


years ago when she was divorced at 
the age of 27. Her two boys were 4 
and 8. 


"I never worried about any type of 


money problem," she said. "He (her 
husband) took care of the insurance, 
the bills and everything else." 


It became very important for her to 


be financially independent, she said. 
But it hasn't been easy. 


"It's been four years of a lot of 


struggle and a lot of pain," she said 


calmly. It helped that she was work- 
ing full-time when she was divorced 
and that she and her former husband 
owned a house. 


"Money is a real albatross," she 


said. "I don't know how women do it 
without working." 


Even now, she wouldn't be able to 


cope with any major expense — like a 
new furnace or sewage repair, Jane 
said. 


Jane began her financial education 


by taking out all the old bills and go- 
ing over the finance files. She talked 
to her lawyer and generally went 
through "quite a learning process." 


"We (her sons and herself) were 


really living hand to mouth until my 
salary could allow me to really be in- 
dependent," which she said 
was 


about a year ago. "And I'm the type 
of person who likes security." 


"ONE OF THE SADDEST things is 


that we allow ourselves to be put in a 
position where we don't know what's 
going on," Jane mused. "There's no 
good reason (either) a man or woman 
should be the only one in a family to 
handle money. Marriage is supposed 
to be a partnership. Both should be in 
on expenses, insurance, wills or any 
business transaction that affects their 
lives." 


"I will never again be in a situation 


where I don't know my husband's in- 
come or how the expenses meet 
what's coming in," she said. "Wheth- 
er it's a divorce after a year or a 
death tomorrow, we just can't afford 
to be ignorant." 


Jane said it would be good for wom- 


en to handle their own charge ac- 
counts in marriage. "You should be 
aware that when you make 30 pur- 


chases in a day, you will get a bill 
next month for $200." 


Jane thinks both the husband and 


wife should work out the family budg- 
ets. "In-flow and out-go are 
very, 


very important," she sighed. 


And she said it wouldn't be a bad 


idea for women to know what to do 
when the furnace goes out or a fuse 
needs changing. 


"We shelter ourselves and tell our- 


selves we can't do things we've never 
tried to do," she said. "You're far 
more capable and intelligent than you 
think you are. You just underestimate 
yourself constantly." 


Jane said she still can't multiply six 


by seven correctly about half the 
time. But she pays her bills, manages 
her duplex, mothers her two boys 
and passed an Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice audit with flying colors. 


Italians are impressed by Illinois feminist 


Chicago's Susan Catania, an Illi- 


nois state legislator and chairper- 
son of the Illinois Commission on 
the Status of Women, successfully 
brought the message of American 
feminism to Europe this spring. 


Ms. Catania was asked by the 


U.S. Information Agency to par- 
ticipate in a multi-media program 
on the women's movement 
in 


America. The program was or- 
ganized by USIA's Rome office 
In response to questions from Ital- 
ian women about American wom- 
en. Ms. Catania told me during a 
chat recently. 


Since Susan had recently been 


featured In Ms. Magazine, USIA 
a s k e d her, along with Con- 
necticut's Gov. Ella Grasso and 
sociologist Margaret Mead, to go 
on a lecture tour in Italy and Ger- 
many. The other two women 
couldn't make it, but Susan found 
to her delight that her schedule 
would permit it, and she spent the 
first two weeks of March there. 


She proved to be so popular that 


requests came from Paris, Mad- 
rid and Stockholm for appear- 
ances, but Susan had to get home 
for the primary election. She said 
the USIA is working now on the 
possibility of bringing her to those 
cities in late August or Septem- 
ber. She say she would like to go 
back. 


MS. CATANIA trod a tightrope 


of diplomacy in Italy, where fe- 
minism is "a bad word," and 
emotions are running hot on the 
issues of abortion and birth con- 
trol. According to Susan, the 
Christian Democrats are against 
abortion, 
as 
are 
their 
arch- 


enemies, the neo-Fascists, while 
the Communists are for abortion 
— which may ultimately put them 
into power. 


In the midst of this intense po- 


litical situation, Ms. Catania said, 
the people were "fascinated that I 
as a Republican consider myself a 
feminist." Not surprisingly in that

atmosphere, Ms. Catania's pres- 
ence drew considerable publicity. 


"All I had time to see of the 


cities was what I saw out the car 
window between interviews," she 
laughed. In Milan, her press con- 
ference was attended by 17 wom- 
en journalists and lasted two 
hours. 


But according to the USIA, Ms. 


Catania got "good press." A life- 
style magazine headlined its sto- 
ry, "A feminist headed for the 
White House." A moderate leftist 
newspaper in Naples probably 


provided the best explanation of 
Susan's good reception, writing 
that she "is objective in her judg- 
ments and does not voice them 
without forethought ..." Also in 
her favor was the fact the 35-year- 
old legislator is a mother of six 
daughters. 


IN GERMANY her appearances 


attracted less attention 
since 


there is not the political turmoil 
over women's rights in that coun- 
try. According to Susan, Germany 
is a lot like the U.S. — "they have 
the (equal rights:) laws, but they 


haven't managed to completely 
change attitudes yet. They still 
think a woman should take care 
of the family, but they favor equal 
pay for equal work and want their 
children to have equal opportu- 
nities."

Back on the home front, Rep. 


Henry S. Reuss, D-Wis., chairman 
of the House Banking, Currency 
and Housing Committee, has tak- 
en legislative action against what 
he terms "the last bastion of male 
superiority," the Federal Re- 
serve. 


Since its establishment in 1913, 


the Fed has appointed no women 
and only four blacks to its various 
r e g i o n a l and national bank 
boards, according to Reuss. 


Currently, the Fed has no wom- 


en on its seven-member board of 
governors; no women among its 
33 officers of the Federal Open 
Market Committee, which deter- 
mines monetary policy for the 


U.S.; no women among its presi- 
dents, vice presidents, chairmen 
and deputy chairmen of regional 
banks. 


THE FED DOES have 
four 


women in its top 356 decision- 
making 
positions, one 
woman 


among its 25 regional bank branch 
chairmen, three women in 154 re- 
gional branch board positions, and 
two women in top staff positions 
in Washington. 


Rep. Reuss' bill, H.R. 12934, 


would enlarge the number of di- 
rectors on each of the 12 regional 
banks from 9 to 12, increasing 
public members from three to six. 
Those members would be chosen 
without 
discrimination on 
the 


basis of race, sex or national ori- 
gin under the proposed legislation. 
The bill also encourages greater 
representation of various 
seg- 


ments of the public — consumers, 
education, labor — on the Fed 
board instead of dominance by the 
banking community.

Stimulants affect 


steady heart beat 


What causes the heart to hesitate and then come through with a 


licflvy beat? It Is more noticeable after a meal but does happen at 
almost any time. I am 73 and in fairly good health other than some 
arthritis. 


The heart beats at a steady, rhythmic rate even though the rate 


may gradually slow or increase. Sometimes the heart will receive 
electrical stimulation early. This will cause the heart muscle to 
contract early. 


The pulse which you feel is a result of how much blood is pumped 


nut of the heart with each beat. The heart is also a volume organ 
and stores blood between each beat. If the heart beats early, it will 
not have had much time to fill with blood. Because of this the early 
beat doesn't cause much of a pulse wave and you literally don't feel 
the beat. The early beat then replaces the rhythmic one. 


This results In a long pause beween the early relatively in- 


effective beat and the next regular beat. This long pause allows the 
heart a long time to fill with blood. The first beat after the long 
pause then results in the heart ejecting a large amount of blood. 
This causes a very strong pulse for that particular beat. The net 
result then is a faint beat with very little blood being pumped out, 
followed by a very strong beat with lots of blood being ejected. 


Almost everyone tends to have these occasionally and may never 


even know it. They occur more ferequently as people get older. As 
a result you will see more of them in a group of 50-year-olds than 
vcni will in a group of 25-year-olds. Also you will see more of them 
in 70-j ear-olds than you do in 50-year-olds. 


IN MANY instances such beats don't mean a thing and they're 


not an indication of serious heart disease. Often they are stimulated 
to occur because of the use of excess amounts of coffee, smoking 
ngarets and the use of alcohol. Digestive upsets and even nervous 
tension can contribute to their frequency. 


tn other instances they are important. A good example Is their 


occurrence In a person who has just had a heart attack. In this 
instance they may precede the development of more important and 
sometimes dangerous Irregularities of the heart. For more 
information about the various irregularities and their importance 
send 50 cents for The Health Letter, number 6-12, Heart Irregula- 
rities, Skipped Beats, Tachycardias.

really is. Meanwhile if you have the habit of smoking clgarets, 
drinking lots of coffee or consuming very much alcohol, I would 
recommend discontinuing these habits.

Sticky china shelves 


require refinishing 


Dear Dorothy: My problem is a group of varnished shelves in a 


rhina closet and in a whatnot shelf. When I set something on the 
shelf, it always sticks: then when I finally pry it loose, a small 
flake of the finish sticks on the bottom of whatever was on the 
shelf. This, in turn, sticks to whatever I set it on. What can be 
rtone? Must the shelves be refinished? — Mrs. J. D. Reneau. 


Afraid so. What you have sounds like a finish in the shellac 


family and which may have been put on too thick or on a damp 
day. Wash with a mild soap solution to get rid of the old dust and 
residual material. Then you can coat it with a polyurethane varnish 
which is friendly to shellac or any of the synthetic varnishes. You 
can use any of the coatings — satin, high or low gloss. 


Dear Dorothy: All the instructions keep saying to be sure you 


have good soil drainage before planting. How does one determine 
whether the drainage is good? —Odile Tanner 


A simple way is to dig a hole about a foot deep and fill with 


water. Try it again the following day. If the water drains away in 8 
to 10 hours, the soil will drain well enough for planting.

Special lips for early gardeners: 
B E E T S : Incorporate hardwood 


aslies (from your fireplace), seaweed, 
cow or pig manure or commercial to- 
bacco dust into the soil at planting 
lime. Beets are notorious consumers 
of potassium, 


Potassium (potash) 
provides for 


strong stems, aids root crops to resist 
disease, forms good vegetables and 
retains the moisture level. Hunger 
signs of potash are small, stunted 
beets, if you haven't planted beets 
yd. do so. When hot weather arrives, 
beets bolt to (lower and get woody. 
Don't worry about light frost hurting 
them. 


CABBAGES: Few plants feed more 


heavily than do cabbages. They are 
heavy drinkers and caters. Appli- 
cations of compost and 
well-rotted 


manure worked eight inches into the 
ground at planting time will produce 
e x c e l l e n t heads. Avoid using a 
sprinkling hose on cabbages during 
dry spells, When you do water cab- 
bages, use a soaker hose, not a 
sprinkler. 


Cover young cabbage plants with 


Hotkaps during cabbage butterfly sea- 
son, so the moths don't lay cabbage- 
worm eggs on your plants. 


Try Savoy (crinkled-leaf cabbage) 


for a tasty variety not available in su- 
permarkets, a winner that is also in- 
sect-resistant. 


CARROTS: Carrots require a fine, 


smooth soil free of stones and lumps. 
Clear soil of weeds and 
pebbles. 


These obstructions , will cause mis- 
shapen carrots — or, as I call them — 
freaks with forked tongues! 


Avoid compacting the soil in the 


carrot row by walking on it. This also 
causes deformed carrots. If your soil 
is heavy, choose half-long varieties 
for best results, such as Nantes, Red 
Cored Chantenay, Danvers or Oxhart 
half-long varieties. 


ONIONS: Sets that are too large 


may look good, but they tend to pro- 
duce seedstalks, big necks and under- 
sized onions. Conversely, using very 
small, shriveled sets lacking vigor 
won't give you decent onions either. 
Stick 
to medium-sized onion sets 


which have not yet sent out sprouts. 
Allow the tops of the sets to protrude 
above the soil, thus avoiding plants 
set too deeply. 


PEAS: The pea is another cool- 


weather crop that scoffs at frost. For 
faster germination and higher yields, 
soak pea seeds 24 hours before plant-

Mulch peas with a one-inch layer of

RADISHES: Radishes are touted as

A special committee appointed to 


improve 
relations between P'orest 


Hospital and Des Plaines residents 
has been dissolved because no prog- 
ress has been made. 


Ths city council made the deci.sion 


on the recommendation of Aid. Arthur 
Erbach, 3th. committee chairman, 
who has conducted several meetings 
since last February. 


The committee was appointed by 


Mayor Herbert H. Bchrel because of 
past disputes between the residents 
arid the hospital. 555 Wilson Ln. The 
committee also sought an agreement 
between residents and hospital offi- 
cials regarding possible 
future ex- 


pansion of the psychiatric hospital. 


HOSPITAL-RESIDENT 
relations 


have been poor for several years be- 
cause of zoning disputes, lawsuits and 
expansion plans. Many residents also 
fear the escape of patients from the 
hospital 


Erbach said he asked that the com- 


mittee be dissolved because to hold 
more meetings would be "fruitless." 


"The committee has not been able 


to bring the two sides to a meeting of 
the minds and resolve any of the 
problems." he said. "I think it should 
be dissolved, recognizing its failure to 
do what it set out to do." 


At last week's final meeting, resi- 


dents voiced objections to proposed 
expansion plans presented by Morris 
Squire, hospital president. The resi- 
dents most members of thp Haw- 
thorne Lane Civic Assn.. said thev arc 


opposed to the hospital acquiring ad- 
jacent properties to expand its facil- 
ities. 


IT BECAME apparent at the last 


meeting that the civic association will 
not agree to any kind of expansion in 
any form for Forest Hospital." Er- 
bach said. "Mr. Squire has said it is 
''absolutely" essential thai the hospi- 
tal expand. 


"I think it's the case of an irresist- 


ible force meeting an immovable ob- 
ject." he said. 


Although the committee has beei 


dissolved, Squire said he plans to pre- 
sent hospital expansion plans to the 
city in the near future.

pital and

Plaines Funeral Homo, 1717 Rand 
Rd.. for additional parking. 


CLYDE HAKTLETT, president of 


the civic group, said residents will op- 
pose the expansion because they be- 
lieve the hospital should confine its 
expansion to property it already own* 
on the south side of Rand Road, 


The residents contend the acquisi- 


tion of additional property by the hos- 
pital will damage property values, 
change the residential character of 
the area and create traffic congestion 


Last Julj, the city council refused 


to allow Forest Hospital to expand to 
a tract at fififi Garland PI. In 1972. offi- 
cials reiected a request by the hospi- 
tal to rezone the Des Plaines Funeral 
Home property to allmv expansion.

$200,000 levy urged for project 


Despite objections from residents, 


the DCS Plaines Board o£ Local Im- 
provements Wednesday night voted to 
recommend the city a.ssess about GO 
property owners for $200,000 in water 
mains and sanitary sewers. 


The board, by a 5-0 vote, will rec- 


ommend that the city council adopt 
ordinances levying a special assess- 
ment on property which is bounded on 
the north by Lincoln Avenue, on the 
south by Oakton Street, on the east by 


Ridge Lane, and on the west by Elm- 
hurst Road. 


Although the residents at the public 


hearing were divided, most were op- 
posed to the special assessment. A 
polling of residents showed 7 for and 
27 against installation of the sanitary 
sewers, and 6 for and 29 against the 
water mains. 


THE AREA HAS been part of the 


city for some time, but still is served 
by wells and septic systems. 


Many of those opposing the im- 


provements objected to the cost and 
contended they are not needed. 


"The system we have has served 


this area for about 30 years," said 
Marv Anderson, 756 Lincoln Ln. "I 
can't see throwing this away and hav- 
ing the city assess us for more mon- 
ey." 


Members of BOLI said, however, 


that the sewers and water mains are 
needed to correct health and flooding 


Harper faculty votes to form union 
i

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal to form a 
union. The faculty voted 105-77 in 
favor of affiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pros,. David Macaulay. 


A second referendum will be held 


next Thursday and Friday when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn., and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors, Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the 
referendum 
at 
the 
Palatine 


campus, Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15. 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty. Last fall the teachers voted 90 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 


No free summer 
school: Dist, 207 


High School Dist. 207 will charge 


tuition for summer school this year 
because of uncertainty over state 
reimbursement for summer school 
programs. 


The board of education Monday de- 


cided to charge tuition for summer 
c o u r s e s to defray program ex- 
penditures. 


The district does not anticipate re- 


ceiving state funding for the program 
as it has the previous two years lie- 
cause the state legislature has in- 
dicated such funding will not be avail- 
able. 


The district has offered a tuition- 


free summer program for two years. 
The estimated cost of the program 
this year would be from $160,000 to 
8240,000. 


The district will continue to offer a

$30 for a half-credit course. Labora- 
tory course tuition fees will depend on 
the nature and length of the course.

college board's 


breaking off of contract negotiations 
with the faculty last month was the 
"final push" in convincing the faculty 
. to form a union. 


He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAULAY SAID the decision to 


unionize means "the faculty will be 
more united. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will be 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Rausch, board vice 


chairman and chief negotiator, said 
he hopes the faculty's decision to 
form a union will not affect negotia- 
tions. 


In response to Macaulay's state- 


ment that the board will be inclined to 
take greater notice of the faculty, 
Rausch said, "I don't think the board 
is going to change the way it operates 
one whit." 


Trustee Judith Troehler, also a 


board negotiator, said, "There is not 
a collective bargaining law in Illinois, 
so it is not mandatory that the board 
recognize a unionized faculty." In the 
past, the board has recognized the 
faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses. 


THE FACULTY now will have to 


decide whether the union will only 
take over contract negotiations, or if 
it will also play a role in academic 
affairs, Macaulay said. The faculty 
senate now is involved in academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week, Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard lor the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
ranges and working conditions, and 
changes in the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for a 
union. 


The faculty senate and board of 


trustees 
have been involved in a 


series of court battles in the past year 
over salary negotiations. 


In the most recent case, the faculty 


obtained an injunction against the col- 
lege board, prohibiting it from mail- 


ing contracts for the 
1976-77 school 


year to faculty members. That case 
will be heard today in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


Macaulay said he will make a state- 


ment before next week's referendum 
in support of affiliation with one of the 
national teachers' unions. There also 
will be a debate Tuesday between the 
various contenders for affiliation, he 
said. 


problems and should be done in the 
near future. 


HAROLD KEHRER, a member of 


BOLI, said the special assessment 
provides for sanitary sewers through- 
out the area, but water mains are 
needed only on Lincoln Lane and 
Short Terrace. 


He estimates that residents will be 


assessed about $25 per front foot for 
sanitary sewers and $25 per front foot 
for water mains. A property owner 
with 75 feet of frontage needing both 
sanitary sewers and water mains 
would be assessed about $3,750. 


Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, who repre- 


sents those in the affected area, asked 
those favoring the improvements and 
those opposed to circulate petitions so 
the city council is aware of the feel- 
ings of residents before it votes on the 
special assessments. 


"If the majority of the people don't 


want these improvements, I doubt 
very much that the city council would 
force this on you," he said. 


Before the city can move ahead 


with the water and sewer program, 
the equity of the special assessment 
must be approved by the Cook County 
Circuit Court.

Home-rule vote 
to receive panel 
feasibility probe 


Wheeling officials bave agreed to 


study a plan calling for a referendum 
next year to secure home-rule powers 
for the village. 


Village officials have asked the vil- 


lage board's judiciary and purchasing 
committee to study home-rule powers 
and to report on the feasibility of 
holding a referendum on home rule 
during the April, 1977 municipal elec- 
tion. The referendum was suggested 
by Trustee Gilbert Monoson. 


Village trustees last week refused to 


authorize the village attorney to study 
the proposed referendum, saying they 
didn't know enough about home rule. 
Monoson said trustees had reconsi- 
dered after learning more about the 
proposal 


Under home rule, the village would 


have all powers not specifically pro* 
hibited by state law. The village cur- 
rently is subject to county, state and 
federal laws and all local ordinances 
must be In compliance with them. The 
ordinances of home-rule communities 
supersede all but federal law. 


A SIMPLE MAJORITY vote Is re- 


quired to assume home-rule powers 
because Wheeling has a population 
under 25,000. All communities with 
populations of 25,000 or more auto- 
matically have home-rule powers un- 
der state law. Wheeling's population 
is 19,000. 


Trustee Otis L. Hedlund, chairman 


of the judiciary and purchasing com- 
mittee Wednesday said he believes his 
committee should study the proposal 
before asking for an attorney's report. 


"Until we have a chance to study it 


in committee, I don't think we should 
load down the attorney with a report. 
We have to put it through the proper 
channels," he said, 


Hedlund said there are a lot "of 


pros and cons" to home rule. 


"ONE ASPECT I don't really care 


for is the village government's option 
to levy all kinds of taxes without ask- 
ing the people. If there are going to 
be special taxes, I think there ought 
to be a referendum," he said. 


Trustee William Hein said trustees 


were "not against looking into" home 
rule but that the board didn't like 
"the way it was brought up" at the 
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April 26 meeting. 


"We had no indication prior to the 


meeting that home rule would be 
brought up. I think it should be looked 
into but it should go through com- 
mittee first," he said. 


Monoson said Wednesday he favors 


home rule for the village because it 
"is a positive step in a positive direc- 
tion if Wheeling wants to grow and 
take its place among the prosperous 
communities in the Northwest sub- 
urbs." 


"I'VE BEEN AN advocate of home 


rule for quite a while. I'm convinced 
it should be offered to the people for a 
vote," he said. 


Monoson said home-rule powers 


broaden the village's ability to levy 
taxes but said that was only one as- 
pect of the issue. He said home rule 
would allow the village to solve prob- 
lems where antiquated county and 
state ordinances do not fit local cir- 
cumstances. 


Monoson said home rule also would 


allow the village to enact stricter en- 
vironmental laws than the county and 
the state. 


"I view home rule as a 20th century 


law for 20th century communities," he 
said, adding 70 per cent of Illinois 
residents live under home rule. 


Hedlund said his committee will 


probably discuss home rule at its 
June meeting. 


Seniors ask 
revision of 
bus routes 


A representative of the Senior Citi- 


zens' Club of Wheeling has asked 
trustees to revise the village bus 
routes to better serve the needs of the 
elderly. 


Hazel Steinke, 100 Deborah Ln., said 


the bus routes which took effect 
March 8 do "nothing for the senior 
citizens of Wheeling." 


"The whole set-up of routes and 


hours of operation are regulated for 
persons who are employed. Most se- 
niors are retired and do not have to 
keep schedules designed for working 
persons," she said, in a letter to the 
board. 


MRS. STEINKE SAID the Wheeling 


Township bus, which provides "regu- 
lar, dependable service to Randhurst 
and other points," is "well patronized 
and certainly appreciated." She sug- 
gested the Regional Transportation 
Authority operate a shoppers' special 
to the Chicago Loop and Evanston 
several times a week. 


"As long as the village has two 


buses it could surely give the senior 
c i t i z e n s more convenient trans- 
portation," she said. 


Thomas Markus, acting village 


manager, Wednesday said he talked 
to the Regional Transportation Au- 
thority several times about poor rider- 
ship on the village routes. 


"The RTA is in such a state of flux 


they're letting things go. They're so 
disorganized because of internal prob- 
lems they can't spend the appropriate 
amount of time on running the sys- 
tem," he said. 


RTA OFFICIALS last month said 


they would consider changes in the 
Wheeling village bus routes because 
of poor ridership. During the first 
week of operation with new routes, 
only 117 riders used the bus. Markus 
said ridership has "stabilized" at 
aoout that number. 


The new routes, which began last 


month, were drawn up by RTA offi- 
cials in an attempt to improve rider- 
ship on village buses. The bus system 
has been operating at a loss since it 
began more than three years ago, 
with a deficit of more than $45,000 in 
the fiscal year ending last June. 


The RTA has granted more than 


$35,000 to the village service to help it 
continue on a trial basis through June 
30. 


Trustee Otis L. Hedlund has sug- 


gested the village investigate a senior 
citizens' taxi program similar to one 
in Mount Prospect as an alternative 
to the bus service. In Mount Prospect, 
the village pays 95 cents of the $1.45 
taxi fare. Senior citizens pay 50 cents 
for any ride within village limits.

Harper faculty votes 
to affiliate with a union

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal to form a 
union. The faculty voted 105 to 77 in 
favor of affiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pres, David Macaulay. 
"A second referendum will be held 
next Thursday and Friday when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn., and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors, Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the referendum 
at 
the 
Palatine 


campus. Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15. 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty, Last fall the teachers voted 90 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 
with a union, and a similar proposal 
also was defeated In 1973. 


Macaulay, who supported union-

He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAULAY SAID the decision to 


unionize means "the faculty will be 
more united. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will be 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Rausch, board vice 


chairman and chief negotiator, said 
he hopes the faculty's decision to 
form a union will not affect negotia- 
tions. 


In response to Macaulay's state- 


ment that the board will be inclined to 
take greater notice of the faculty, 
Rausch said, "I don't think the board 
is going to change the way it operates 
one whit." 


Trustee Judith Troehler, also a 


board negotiator, said, "There is not 
a collective bargaining law in Illinois, 
so it is not mandatory that the board 
recognize a unionized faculty." In the 
past, the board has recognized the 
faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses. 


THE FACULTY now will have to 


decide whether the union will only 
take over contract negotiations, or if 
it will also play a role in academic 
affairs, Macaulay said. The faculty 
senate now is involved in academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week, Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard for the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
ranges and working conditions, and 
changes in the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for a 
union. 


The faculty senate and board of 


trustees have been involved in a 
series of court battles in the past year 
over salary negotiations. 


In the most recent case, the faculty 


obtained an injunction against the col- 
lege board, prohibiting it from mail- 
ing contracts for the 1976-77 school 
year to faculty members. That case 
will be heard today in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


Macaulay said he will make a state- 


ment before next week's referendum 
in support of affiliation with one of the 
national teachers' unions. There also 
will be a debate Tuesday between the 
various contenders for affiliation, he 
said.

Keeping ethnic foods alive 
Greek grocery serves tradition 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


There is a small ethnic grocery-bak- 


ery in Des Plaines that offers its pa- 
trons a step backwards to a time of 
strong national ties and traditions. 


An aroma of roasting lambs and 


freshly baked bread fills the air. A 
delicatessen case holds open contain- 
ers of shiny green and black olives, 
cheeses and salads. 


A pastry counter in another corner 


of the shop is stacked with large trays 
of honey and nut desserts between 
layers of paper-thin dough. 


Shelves are stocked with boxes of 


wheat, seeds and ingredients used to 
make Greek, Armenian, Syrian and 
Lebanese food dishes. 


GEORGIA AND JERRY Koutavas, 


owners of the Columbus Food Mar- 
ket, 1651 Rand Rd., believe they are 
helping to keep the ethnic foods and 
traditions alive in the Northwest sub- 


urbs where they are not an obvious 
part of daily life. 


"There are families who move out 


of the cities, out of the ethnic neigh- 
borhoods where their parents have 
lived, and into the suburbs. And they 
want to continue the traditions and 
make the food, but there aren't many 
places out here to buy what they 
need," Mrs. Koutavas said. 


The family's store is the only one of 


its kind in the Northwest suburbs al- 
though others like it are a common 
sight in the Greek neighborhoods of 
Chicago. 


It was in one such neighborhood, on 


the west side of the city near Harrison 
and Central streets, where Mrs. Kout- 
avas' immigrant parents first opened 
the Columbus Food Market 45 years 
ago. 


KOUTAVAS, 
WHO WAS born in 


Greece, and his wife, who is Ameri- 


can-born, have since taken on the 
management of the store and relo^ 
cated it four years ago in Des 
Plaines. 


Many of the "old-timers" still make 


their weekly trip to the store. Other 
customers include younger 
gener- 


ations of suburban Greeks and Arme- 
nians who enjoy cooking the ethnic 
dishes and others who have developed 
a liking for Greek pastry. 


The Koutavases exchange greetings 


and conversation with most of their 
customers; there is a warm and 
friendly atmosphere set by the Greek 
music in the background and the self- 
service displays of food. 


Everyday round loaves of bread and 


pastries like "baklava" and "theplis" 
are baked fresh in large ovens in the 
back of the store. Whole lambs are 
left hanging on meat hooks in a freez- 
er in anticipation of orders. 


Lake County's plan chief 
strong environmentalist 


by TIM MORAN 


Lake County's new director of re- 


gional planning is a strong environ- 
mentalist who is opposed to political 
interference in professional planning. 


Lane Kendi.g, 37, was appointed di- 


rector of the Lake County Regional 
Planning Dept. last week, and approv- 
al of his salary is expected at Tues- 
day's Lake County Board meeting. 


Kendig is the director of community 


planning in Bucks County, Pa. When 
the county board approves his salary, 
he will resign that job and become the 
Lake County planning director in mid- 
June. 


"I STAND VERY strongly on envi- 


ronmental principals," Kendig said in 
a telephone interview. "I think they 
can be met In the framework of meet- 
ing housing demands. There is no 
need to sacrifice the environment." 


The new director said he has had 


experience in trying to preserve farm 
land hi Bucks Countj. 


"It takes a number of approaches to 


make it work," Kendig said. 


Tax breaks for farmers usually re- 


quire enabling legislation from state 
government, he said. 


"In terms of zoning, one of the 


things we recommended 
was the 


transfer of zoning rights. If a farmer 
has one-acre zoning, he can sell the 
development potential of say, 100 
houses, to a developer who has land in 
another place. You get a higher den- 
sity in one area, and private business 
is paying to preserve farm land." 


LAKE COUNTY IS smaller in both 


population and land area than Bucks 
County, and differs widely in history, 
geography and government, according 
to Kendig. 


"Both are suburban areas adjacent 


to a large metropolitan area, both are 
under substantial development pres- 
sures and both have a lot of agricul- 
tural land remaining," Kendig said. 


Bucks County remained rural until 


recently, and then the population 
jumped 50 per cent in three years, ac- 
cording to Kendig. 
• 


Townships in Bucks County have 


many of the powers that counties in 
Illinois have, Kendig said. 


TOWNSHIPS THERE have zoning 


powers and provide police and fire 
protection. 


Kendig's first job with Bucks Coun- 


ty, eight years ago, was as a county 
planner, preparing park plans, natu- 
ral resource plans and computer work 
to implement the plans. He later was 
appointed director of community plan- 
ning, which includes reviewing all 
subdivision and zoning changes in the 
county, an average of 700 reviews per 
year. 


Selling county services to munici- 


palities was a part of Kendig's job, 
which may carry over to his work in 
Lake County. 


"I think there is always a feeling of 


'Big Brother.' I think it is quite pos- 
sible for counties to work with local 
munisipalities. Most local municipal- 
ities don't have a large, well-staffed 
planning department and they rely on 
a lay planning commission, 
hiring 


consultants to do technical work for 
them. There are many things a coun- 
ty can offer that private consulting 
firms can't," Kendig said. 


Kendig lists two reasons for leaving 


his job in Bucks County: lack of ad- 


vancement potential and political in- 
terference in planning procedures. 


"The political climate in Bucks 


County has changed for the worse. 
There 
are 
political 
appointments 


being made to professional jobs and 
that hastened my decision to leave," 
Kendig said. 


About Lake County, Kendig said: 
"I'll just have to wait till I get out 


there. I can't say, 'Here is a grand 
plan for Lake County.' I'll have to 
find out in detail what the problems 
are. I'm looking forward to getting 
out there," the new regional planning 
director said. 


MRS. KOUTAVAS AND several oth- 


er bakers also make "sponikopeta," • 
spinach pie with cheese, that is sold in 
slices with the pastries as a quick 
lunch or snack, she said. 


She is always offering helpful hints 


for those bold enough to try making 
the Greek dishes at home and passing 
on her reliable family recipes. 


"It's a good business and I enjoy 


talking to the people most. It's nice to 
see Greeks and Armenians and even 
the non-Greeks come into our store to 
try the different pastries and foods. It 
makes us feel good," Mrs. Koutavas 
said. 


Besides keeping the pastry racks 


filled and the shelves stacked, Mrs. 
Koutavas spends much of her day 
making favors that are a traditional 
part of most Greek weddings and bap- 
tisms. They are candy-coated 
al- 


monds wrapped in colored netting, 
sometimes set into decorative contain- 
ers, and trimmed with ribbon and 
lace. 


She also decorates long, white can- 


dles for use in Orthodox church wed- 
dings and baptisms. 


IT'S A SEVEN-DAY-a-week job, 


from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. each day, but 
it's also a way of life for the Koutavas 
family who thinks of the store as their 
home. 


The Greek flags and the yellow-gold 


jewelry that are displayed in a small 
gift corner of the store, the Grecian 
vases, albums and magazines and oth- 
er imports from the Aegean Sea coast 
complete the store's offering of ethnic 
delights. 


"For us, and for Greek-born like us, 


these things are familiar. We grew up 
in homes where they were a natural 
part of our environment," Mrs. Kout- 
avas said. 


"But for others, these things are 


new, they are special. And yet we 
have these things here so that all 
people can share in them," she said.

Buffalo Grove Park District voters will be asked to approve a 


M.I million bond issue for park purchase and improvements, a hike 
in the debt limitation anti an increase in the district budget in 
.Saturday's referendum. 


The five-part referendum calls for an increase in the debt limita- 


'ion from the current rate of 2.5 per cent to a 5 per cent maximum 
of the value of the taxable property in the district. The increase 
would raise the district's bonding power from SI.5 million, of which 
all but $370,103 has been exhausted, to $1.9 million. 


The increase in the debt limitation allows the issuance of $1.1 


million in bonds over a 15-year period — $600,000 for purchase and 
development of sites near Mill Creek and Willow Stram and $500,000 
for Improvements at 18 park sites. 


The referendum also asks for an increase in the corporate and 


recreational budgets from a current total of $108,500 to $165,000. 


The park district bond consultant estimated the tax increase on a 


home assessed at $10,000 to be $20.50 if all parts of the proposal 
pass. The Increase would raise the current rate of $38.40 to $58.90, a 
53 per cent Increase. 


The referendum was called April 8 after Mill Creek residents 


presented a petition requesting an increase in the debt limitation. 
Under law, the referendum must be held within 60 days after 
receipt of a petition with signatures of two per cent of the district's 
registered voters,

Harper votes 
to form link 
ivith a union

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal to form a 
union. The faculty voted 105-77 in 
favor of affiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pros. David Macaulay. 


A second referendum will be held 


next Thursday and Friday when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn., and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors, Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the 
referendum 
at 
the 
Palatine 


campus, Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15. 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty. Last fall the teachers voted 90 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 
with a union, and a similar proposal 
also was defeated in 1973. 


Macaulay, who supported 
union- 


ization, 
said 
the college board's 


breaking off of contract negotiations 
with the faculty last month was the 
"final push" in convincing the faculty 
to form a union, 


He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAULAY SAID the decision to 


unionize means "the faculty will be 
more unitad. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will be 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Rausch, board vice 


chairman and chief negotiator, said

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Greek food 
store serves 
up tradition

There Is a small ethnic grocery-bak- 


ery in Des Plaines that offers its pa- 
trons a step backwards to a time of 
strong national ties and traditions. 


An aroma of roasting lambs and 


freshly baked bread fills the air. A 
delicatessen case holds open contain- 
ers of shiny green and black olives, 
cheeses and salads. 


A pastry counter In another corner 


of the shop Is stacked with large trays 
of honey and nut desserts between 
layers of paper-thin dough. 


Shelves are stocked with boxes of 


wheat, seeds and ingredients used to 
make Greek, Armenian, Syrian and 
Lebanese food dishes. 


GEORGIA AND JERRY Koutavas, 


owners of the Columbus Food Mar- 
ket, 1651 Rand Rd., believe they are 
helping to keep the ethnic foods and 
traditions alive in the Northwest sub- 
urbs where they are not an obvious 
part of daily life. 


"There are families who move out 


of the cities, out of the ethnic neigh- 
borhoods where their parents have 
lived, and into the suburbs. And they 
want to continue the traditions and 
make the food, but there aren't many 
places out here to buy what they 
need." Mrs. Koutavas said. 


The family's store is the only one of 


its kind in the Northwest suburbs al- 
though others like it are a common 
sight in the Greek neighborhoods of 
Chicago. 


It was in one such neighborhood, on 


the west side of the city near Harrison 
and Central streets, where Mrs. Kout- 
avas' immigrant parents first opened 
the Columbus Food Market 45 years 
ago. 


KOUTAVAS, WHO WAS born in 


Greece, and his wife, who is Ameri- 
can-born, have since taken on the 
management of the store and relo- 
cated it four years ago in Des 
Plaines. 


Many of the "old-timers" still make 


their weekly trip to the store. Other 
customers include younger gener- 
ations of suburban Greeks and Arme- 
nians who enjoy cooking the ethnic 
dishes and others who have developed 
a liking for Greek pastry. 


The Koutavases exchange greetings 


and conversation with most of their 
customers; there is a warm and 
friendly atmosphere set by the Greek 
music in the background and the self- 
service displays of food. 


Everyday round loaves of bread and 


pastries like "baklava" and "theplis" 
are baked fresh in large ovens in the 
back of the store. Whole lambs are 
left hanging on meat hooks in a freez- 
er in anticipation of orders. 


MRS. KOUTAVAS AND several oth- 


er bakers also make "sponikopeta," a 
spinach pie with cheese, that is sold in 
slices with the pastries as a quick 
lunch or snack, she said. 


She Is always offering helpful hints 


for those bold enough to try making 
the Greek dishes at home and passing 
on her reliable family recipes. 


"It's a good business and I enjoy 


talking to the people most. It's nice to 
see Greeks and Armenians and even 
the non-Greeks come into our store to 
try the different pastries and foods. It 
makes us feet good," Mrs. Koutavas 
said. 


Besides keeping the pastry racks

IT'S

The faculty 
senate now is involved in academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week, Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard for the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
ranges and working conditions, and 
changes in the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for. a 
union. 


The faculty senate and board of 


trustees have been involved in a 
series of court battles in the past year 
over salary negotiations. 


In the most recent case, the faculty 


obtained an injunction against the col- 
lege board, prohibiting it from mail- 
ing contracts for the 1976-77 school 
year to faculty members. That case 
will be heard today in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


Macaulay said he will make a state- 


ment before next week's referendum 
in support of affiliation with one of tlje 
national teachers' unions. There also 
will be a debate Tuesday between the 
various contenders for affiliation, he 
said.

— we're a young, growing community 
and we need more money for parks. 
The money from the first referendum 
(in 1971) was well-spent, but it wasn't 
enough." 


Criticism that the park district ref- 


erendum places too much emphasis 
on athletic groups is 
"unfounded," 


Heath said. 


"Unofficially, the BGRA is all for 


the referendum," Heath said, "but I 
don't think we're getting any more 
money than anyone else — no one is 
getting slighted in this proposal," 


KAREN LARSON, a seven-year 


resident of the Strathmore subdivi- 
sion, said the proposed 
referendum 


"has something for everyone — the 
village has grown so fast that it's 
hard to keep up. Without money, the 
park district's hands are tied." 


Mrs. Larson said she would "object 


strenuously" if a proposed expansion 
of Grand Spaulding Dodge wins vil- 
lage approval and results in two Mill 
Creek parks, but said the rest of the 
proposals are justified. The Dodge 
dealership has offered the village a 
3.2 acre park donation as part of its 
plans to expand its display area along 
Dundee Road. 


"The park district has presented a 


well-planned brochure," Mrs. Larson 
said. "You may have to seek out the 
information, but they have followed a 
master plan and I think the money is 
allocated well." 


A need for usable park land in the 


Mill Creek subdivision sparked the 
drive for the referendum petition, and 
Walter Floyd, organizer of the Mill 
Creek residents, said he was satisfied 
with the total package 


HE SAID HE objected to "a lack of 


detail" on the park 
improvement 


budget, but said he was in favor of 
the proposal itself. 


"The 
Mill Creek area has gone 


without adequate recreation for a long 
time," Floyd said. "Even if we do get 
this new park donation, we shouldn't 
stop there — we need more land."

MUCH OF THE- poor planning criti- 


cisms have centered around the two 
sites the park district proposes to pur- 
chase with the $600,000 in bonds. 


The village plan commission sent a 


letter to the park district citing a need 
for a long-range development plan. 
Plan Comr. Rodney Jacobs said, 
"There's no way we want to commit 
funds for land that will ultimately be 
donated by developers." 


Jacobs said a four-acre site located 


north of Checker Road and south of 
the village sewer treatment plant 
near Willow Stream School already is 
slated for green space on the village 
master plan. 


He also questioned the advisability 


of spending $47,000 an acre for park 
land in Mill Creek when the area may 
receive an additional four acres of 
park land if the village approves an 
e x p a n s i o n request from Grand 
Spaulding Dodge on Dundee Road. 


"I just think there has been an at- 


mosphere of irresponsibility on that 
park board," Jacobs said. "Once you 
increase the debt limitation, you're 
stuck with it." 


Village Trustees John Marienthal, 


Robert Bogart, and Clarice Rch also 
have cited a lack of information and 
long-range planning on the part of the 
park district commissioners.

Harper faculty 
votes 105-77 to 
form union ties

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal to form a 
union. The faculty voted 105-77 in 
favor of affiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pres. David Macaulay. 


A second referendum will be held 


next Thursday and Friday when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn., and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors, Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the 
referendum 
at 
the Palatine 


campus, Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15. 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty. Last fall the teachers voted 90 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 
with a union, and a similar proposal 
also was defeated in 1973. 


Macaulay. who supported union- 


ization, 
said 
the 
college 
board's 


breaking off of contract negotiations 
with the faculty last month was the 
"final push" in convincing the faculty 
to form a union. 


He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAULAY SAID the decision to 


unionize means "the faculty will be 
more united. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will be 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Rausch, board vice 


chairman and chief negotiator, said 
he hopes the faculty's decision to 
form a union will not affect negotia- 
tions 


tn response to Macaulay's state- 


ment that the board will be inclined to 
take greater notice of the faculty, 
Rausch said, "I don't think the board 
is going to change the way it operates 
one whit " 


Trustee Judith Troehler. also a 


hoard negotiator, said, "There is not. 
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a collective bargaining law in Illinois, 
so it is not mandatory that the board 
recognize a unionized faculty." In the 
past, the board has recognized the 
faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses. 


THE FACULTY now will have to 


decide whether the union will only 
take over contract negotiations, or if 
it will also play a role in academic 
affairs, Macaulay said. The faculty 
senate now is involved in academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week, Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard for the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
ranges and working conditions, and 
changes in the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for a 
union. 


The faculty senate and board of 


trustees have been involved in a 
series of court battles in the past year 
over salary negotiations. 


In the most recent case, the faculty 


obtained an injunction against the col- 
lege board, prohibiting it from mail- 
ing contracts for the 
1976-77 school 


year to faculty members. That case 
will be heard today in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


Macaulay said he will make a state- 


ment before next week's referendum 
in support of affiliation with one of the 
national teachers' unions. There also 
will be a debate Tuesday between the 
various contenders for affiliation, he 
said. 


Supervisors 
to get 5% hike 
from village 
o 


Raises of "generally 5 per cent" 


have been tentatively approved for 
Elk Grove Village supervisory and 
professional staff. 


Trustee Theodore J. Staddler, head 


of the village's finance committee, 
said the increase will not take effect 
until Aug. 1. the same date a 5 pet- 
cent across-the-board increase for oth- 
er village employes will go into effect. 


Although the exact amount of the 


staff and supervisory raises has not 
been determined, Trustee Nanci L. 
Vanderwect said the total would be 
about 512,000 to $15.000. The across- 
the-board salary hike will cost about 
$116.250 plus a small amount for 
fringe benefits. 


BOTH TYPES OF salary increases 


have been delayed three months to 
ease the village's current financial 
pinch. A cash flow problem has been 
projected by Finance Director George 
C. Coney for June and July. 


The village board believes it can 


pay for the salary increases without 
any tax increase or additional taxes 
this year if raises are delayed three 
months. However, the board still an- 
ticipates raising property taxes next 
year. 


Staddler said some of the super- 


visory and staff employes will receive 
more than 5 per cent in an attempt to 
bring their "salaries in line" with 
what the board feels they should be. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said there are 


about 18 persons who fall into the su- 
pervisory and professional staff cate- 
gory, including the village manager, 
fire chief, police chief, administrative 
assistant, 
finance 
director, 
public 


works director, building commission- 
er, two police social workers, commu- 
nity service coordinator and plan re- 
view examiner. 


ALSO INCLUDED are two newly 


authorized positions, deputy police 
chief and deputy fire chief. The proce- 
dure for filling the two positions has 
yet to be established. 


"I am very pleased with how the 


whole process 
of zero budgeting 


went," Staddler said. "There was a 
lot of hours put in by a lot of people." 


The village board for the first time 


this year has used zero-budgeting, 
which calls for all programs to be jus- 
tified, and budgeting to be based on 
needs.

. After spending a day with the 
Bicentennial wagon train, it is 
easier to understand why our fore-- 
bearers chose to remain in Illinois 
instead of pushing westward ex- 
tending the American frontier. 


Even without the terrors of the 


unknown, coupled with the very 
real possibility of death from dis- 
ease, starvation, exposure and In- 
dians, the pioneers had to endure 
bone-pounding wagons and horses 
day after day. Weariness and ex- 
haustion must have been a way of 
life until they reached their home- 
stead and yet another set of trav- 
ails. 


A 25-wagon contingent of the Bi- 


centennial wagon train encamped

Harper faculty 
votes 105-77 to 
form union ties

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal to form a 
union. The faculty voted 105-77 in 
favor of aftiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pres. David Macaulay, 


A second referendum will he held 


next Thursday and Fritlay when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn.. and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors. Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the 
referendum 
at 
the 
Palatine 


campus. Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15. 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty. Last fall the teachers voted 90 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 
with a union, and a similar proposal 
alsn was defeated in 1973 


Macatilny. 
who supported 
union- 


ization, 
said 
the 
college board's 


breaking off of contract negotiations 
with the faculty last month was the 
"final push" in convincing the faculty 
to form a union. 


He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAfLAY SAID the decision to 


unionize means "the faculty will be 
more united. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will he 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Ratisch. board vice 


chairman and chief negotiator, said 
he hopes the faculty's decision to 
form a union will not affect negotia- 
tions. 


In response to Macaulay's state- 


ment that the board will be inclined to 
take greater notice of the faculty, 
Rausch said, "t don't think the board 
is going to change the way it operates 
one whit." 


Trustee Judith Troehler, also a 


board negotiator, said, "There is not 
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offset 
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a collective bargaining law in Illinois, 
so it is not mandatory that the board 
recognize a unionized faculty." In the 
past, the board has recognized the 
faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses. 


THE FACULTY now will have to 


decido whether the union will only 
take over contract negotiations, or if 
it will also pUiy a role in academic 
affairs, Macaulay said. The faculty 
senate now is Involved in academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week,, Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting1 affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard for the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
'ranges and working conditions, and 
changes in the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for a 
union. 


The faculty senate and board of 


trustees have been1 involved in a 
series of court battles in the past year 
over salary negotiations. 


In the most recent case, the faculty 


obtained an injunction against the col- 
lege board, prohibiting it from mail- 
ing contracts for the 
197B-77 school 


year to faculty members. That case 
will be heard today in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


Macaulay said he will make a state- 


ment before next week's referendum 
in support of affiliation with one of the 
national teachers' unions. There also 
will be a debate Tuesday between the 
various contenders for affiliation, he 
said.

Harper votes 
to form link

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal to form a 
union. The faculty voted 105-77 in 
favor of affiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pres. David Macaulay. 


A second referendum will be held 


next Thursday and Friday when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn.. and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors, Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the 
referendum 
at the Palatine 


campus, Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15. 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty. Last fall the teachers voted 90 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 
with a union, and a similar proposal 
also was defeated in 1973. 


Macaulay, who supported union- 


ization, 
said 
the 
college board's 


breaking off of contract negotiations 
with the faculty last month was the 
"final push" in convincing the faculty 
to form a union. 


He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAULAY SAID the decision to 


unionize means "the faculty will be 
more united. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will be 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Rausch, board vice 


chairman and chief negotiator, said 
he hopes the faculty's decision to 
form a union will not affect negotia- 
tions. 


In response to Macaulay's state- 


ment that the board will be inclined to 
take greater notice of the faculty, 
Rausch said, "I don't think the board 
is going to change the way it operates 
one whit." 


Trustee Judith Troehler, also a 


board negotiator, said, "There is not 
a collective bargaining law in Illinois, 
so it is not mandatory that the board

There is a small ethnic grocery-bak- 


ery in Des Plaines that offers its pa- 
trons a step backwards to a time of 
strong national ties and traditions. 


An aroma of roasting lambs and 


freshly baked bread fills the air. A 
delicatessen case holds open contain- 
ers of shiny green and black olives, 
cheeses and salads. 


A pastry counter in another corner 


of the shop is stacked with large trays 
of honey and nut desserts between 
layers of paper-thin dough. 


Shelves are stocked with boxes of 


wheat, seeds and ingredients used to 
make Greek, Armenian, Syrian and 
Lebanese food dishes. 


GEORGIA AND JERRY Koutavas, 


owners of the Columbus Food Mar- 
ket, 1651 Rand Rd., believe they are 
helping to keep the ethnic foods and 
traditions alive in the Northwest sub- 
urbs where they are not an obvious 
part of daily life. 


"There are families who move out 


of the cities, out of the ethnic neigh- 
borhoods where their parents have 
lived, and into the suburbs. And they 
want to continue the tradjtions and 
make the food, but there aren't many 
places out here to buy what they 
need," Mrs. Koutavas said. 


The family's store is the only one of 


its kind in the Northwest suburbs al- 
though others like it are a common 
sight in the Greek neighborhoods of 
Chicago. 


It was in one such neighborhood, on 


the west side of the city near Harrison 
and Central streets, where Mrs. Koul- 
avas' immigrant parents first opened 
the Columbus Food Market 45 years 
ago. 


KOUTAVAS, WHO WAS born in 


Greece, and his wife, who is Ameri- 
can-born, have since taken on the 
management of the store and relo- 
cated 
it 
four years ago in Des 


Plaines. 


Many of the "old-timers" still make 


their weekly trip to the store. Other 
customers 
include younger 
gener- 


ations of suburban Greeks and Arme- 
nians who enjoy cooking the ethnic 
dishes and others who have developed 
a liking for Greek pastry. 


The Koutavases exchange greetings 


and conversation with most of their 
customers; there is a warm and 
friendly atmosphere set by the Greek 
music in the background and the self- 
service displays of food. 


Everyday round loaves of bread and 


pastries like "baklava" and "theplis" 
are baked fresh in large ovens in the 
back of the store. Whole lambs are 
left hanging on meat hooks in a freez- 
er in anticipation of orders.

She is always offering helpful hints 


for those bold enough to try making 
the Greek dishes at home and passing 
on her reliable family recipes. 


"It's a good business and I enjoy 


talking to the people most. It's nice to 
see Greeks and Armenians and even 
the non-Greeks come into our store to 
try the different pastries and foods. It 
makes us feel good," Mrs. Koutavas 
said. 


Besides keeping the pastry racks 


filled and the shelves stacked, Mrs. 
Koutavas spends much of her day 
making favors that are a traditional 
part of most Greek weddings and bap- 
tisms. They are candy-coated al- 
monds wrapped in colored netting, 
sometimes set into decorative contain- 
ers, and trimmed with ribbon and 
lace. 


She also decorates long, white can-

recognize a unionized faculty." In the 
past, the board has recognized the 
faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses. 


THE FACULTY now will have to 


decide whether the union will only 
take over contract negotiations, or if 
it will also play a role in academic 
affairs, Macaulay said. The faculty 
senate now is involved In academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week. Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard for the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
ranges and working conditions, and 
changes in the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for a 
union.

"In almost all cases, the moves ac- 


tually bring students closer to their 
hcmes." Anderson said. 


THE RECOMMENDED boundary 


changes in Palatine would transfer 
children currently bused to schools in 
Rolling Meadows to schools closer to 
their homes In northeast Palatine. 


Children who live in the Winston 


Knolls subdivision are assigned to Jef- 
ferson School in Hoffman Estates for 
the 1975-77 school year, however, ad- 
ministrators said the school is not ex- 
pected to open until November. 


The administration recommended 


assignment of the 542 children in that 
area, and an additional 135 students 
assigned to Jefferson, to split sessions 
at either Cardinal Drive School in 
Rolling Meadows or Hunting Ridge 
School in Palatine until the new 
school opens. 


Anderson said he favors using Car- 


dinal Drive School, 2300 Cardinal Dr., 
Rolling Meadows, because there will 
be room at that school and only one 
group of children will be upset by a 
midyear change.

tration's recommendation, kindergar- 
ten through second grade children 
would attend a four-hour morning ses- 
sion at Cardinal Drive, and third 
through sixth grade students would at- 
tend a four-hour afternoon session. 


"The key factor was to allow the 


children to have the same teachers 
they would have at Jefferson School 
when 
it opens," 
Anderson 
said. 


'•From my experience I've seen that 
children have a much more difficult 
time adjusting to a new teacher than 
adjusting to a new school," he said. 


Other changes recommended by the 


administration include:

• Special education classes would 


be centralized in Pleasant Hill, Hunt- 
ing Ridge, Paddock and Palatine Hills 
schools.

Anderson said the administration

Harper votes 
to form link 
ivith a union

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal to form a 
union. The faculty voted 105-77 in 
favor of affiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pres. David Macaulay. 


A second referendum will be held 


next Thursday and Friday when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn., and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors, Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the referendum 
at 
the 
Palatine 


campus, Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15. 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty. Last fall the teachers voted 90 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 
with a union, and a similar proposal 
also was defeated in 1973. 


Macaulay, who supported union- 


ization, said 
the college 
board's 


breaking off of contract negotiations 
with the faculty last month was the 
"final push" in convincing the faculty 
to form a union. 


He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAULAY SAID the decision to 


unionize means "the faculty will be 
more united. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will be 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Rausch, board vice 


chairman and chief negotiator, said 
he hopes the faculty's decision to 
form a union will not affect negotia- 
tions. 


In response to Macaulay's state- 


ment that the board will be inclined to 
take greater notice of the faculty, 
Rausch said, "I don't think the board 
is going to change the way it operates 
one whit." 


Trustee Judith Troehler, also a 


board negotiator, said, "There is not 
a collective bargaining law in Illinois, 
so it is not mandatory that the board

There is a small ethnic grocery-bak- 


ery in Des Plaines that offers its pa- 
trons a step backwards to a time of 
strong national ties and traditions. 


An aroma of- roasting lambs and 


freshly baked bread fills the air. A 
delicatessen case holds open contain- 
ers of shiny green and black olives, 
cheeses and salads. 


A pastry counter in another corner 


of the shop is stacked with large trays 
of honey and nut desserts between 
layers of paper-thin dough. 


Shelves are stocked with boxes of 


wheat, seeds and ingredients used to 
make Greek, Armenian, Syrian and 
Lebanese food dishes. 


GEORGIA AiVD JERRY Koutavas, 


owners of the Columbus Food Mar- 
ket, 1651 Rand Rd., believe they are 
helping to keep the ethnic foods and 
traditions alive in the Northwest sub- 
urbs where they are not an obvious 
part of daily life. 


"There are families who move out 


of the cities, out of the ethnic neigh- 
borhoods where their parents have 
lived, and into the suburbs. And they 
want to continue the traditions and 
make the food, but there aren't many 
places out here to buy what they 
need," Mrs. Koutavas said. 


The family's store is the only one of 


its kind in the Northwest suburbs al- 
though others like it are a common 
sight in the Greek neighborhoods of 
Chicago. 


It was in one such neighborhood, on 


the west, side of the city near Harrison 
and Central streets, where Mrs. Kout- 
avas' immigrant parents first opened 
(lie Columbus Food Market 45 years 
ago.

Greece, and his wife, who is Ameri- 
can-born, have since taken on the 
management of the store and relo- 
cated 
it 
four years ago in Des 


Plaines. 


Many of the "old-timers" still make 


their weekly trip to the store. Other 
customers 
include younger 
gener- 


ations of suburban Greeks and Arme- 
nians who enjoy cooking the ethnic 
dishes and others who have developed 
a liking for Greek pastry. 


The Koutavases exchange greetings 


and conversation with most of their 
customers: there is a warm and 
friendly atmosphere set by the Greek 
music in the background and the self- 
service displays of food. 


Everyday round loaves of bread and 


pastries like "baklava" and "theplis" 
are baked fresh in large ovens in the 
back of the store. Whole lambs are 
left hanging on meal books in a freez- 
er in anticipation of orders. 


MRS. KOUTAVAS AND several oth- 


er bakers also make "sponikopeta," a 
spinach pie with cheese, that is sold in 
slices with the pastries as a quick 
lunch or snack, she said. 


She is always offering helpful hints 


Cor those bold enough to try making 
the Greek dishes at home and passing 
on her reliable family recipes. 


"It's a good business and I enjoy 


talking to the people most. It's nice to 
see Greeks and Armenians and even 
the non-Greeks come into our store to 
try the different pastries and foods. It 
makes us feel good," Mrs. Koutavas 
said. 


Besides keeping the pastry racks 


filled and the shelves stacked, Mrs. 
Koutavas spends much of her day 
making favors that are a traditional 
part of most Greek weddings and bap- 
tisms. They are 
candy-coated al- 


monds wrapped in colored netting, 
sometimes set into decorative contain- 
ers, and trimmed with ribbon and 
lace. 


She also decorates long, white can- 


dles for use in Orthodox church wed- 
dings and baptisms. 


IT'S A SEVEN-DAY-a-week job, 


from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. each day, but 
it's also a way of life for the Koutavas 
family who thinks of the store as their 
home. 


The Greek flags and the yellow-gold 


jewelry that are displayed in a small 
gift corner of the store, the Grecian 
vases, albums and magazines and oth- 
er imports from the Aegean Sea coast 
complete the store's offering of ethnic 
delights. 


"For us, and for Greek-born like us, 


these things are familiar. We grew up 
in homes where they were a natural 
part of our environment," Mrs. Kout- 
avas said. 


"But for others, these things are 


new, they are special. And yet we 
have these things here so that all 
people can share in them," she said.

11 businessmen 
to face charges 
of no licenses 


Eleven Palatine businessmen who 


failed to obtain 1976 business licenses 
by the March 31 deadline will appear 
at 9 a.m. today In the Arlington 
Heights branch of Cook County Circuit 
Court. 


Citations were issued to the busi- 


nessmen by the village last month af- 
ter notices of the approaching dead- 
line for purchasing 1976 business li- 
censes were ignored. 


Robert Rudd, village administrative 


assistant, said approximately half of 
the businessmen issued citations have 
since purchased licenses. He said 
these cases may be dismissed by the 
judge. 


The village's new business license 


ordinance calls for fines ranging from 
$25 to $500 for failure to obtain a busi- 
ness license. Businessmen who failed 
to obtain business licenses in 1975 
were fined $15 at the discretion of the 
court and required to obtain the li- 
censes. 


Thirteen other businessmen are 


scheduled to appear in court May 13 
and May 20 for failure to comply with 
the village's business license ordi- 
nance. 


Business licenses range from $35 to 


$225. The village receives approxi- 
mately $30.000 in revenue from busi- 
ness license fees. This money is de- 
siped to cover the village's cost of 
providing additional police, fire and 
other municipal services to business- 
es.

recognize a unionized faculty." In the 
past, the board has recognized the 
faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses. 


THE FACULTY now will have to 


decide whether the union will only 
take over contract negotiations, or if 
it will also play a role in academic 
affairs, Macaulay said. The faculty 
senate now is involved in academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week. Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard for the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
ranges and working conditions, and 
changes In the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for a 
union. 


The faculty senate and board of 


trustees have been involved in a 
series of court battles in the past year 
over salary negotiations. 


In the most recent case, the faculty 


obtained an injunction against the col- 
lege board, prohibiting it from mail- 
ing contracts for the 1076-77 school 
year to faculty members. That case 
will be heard today in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


Macaulay said he will make a state- 


ment before next week's referendum 
in support of affiliation with one of the 
national teachers' unions. There also 
will be a debate Tuesday between the 
various contenders for affiliation, he 
said.

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Harper faculty 
votes 105-77 to 
form union ties

The Harper College faculty Wednes- 


day approved a proposal to form a 
union. The 
faculty voted 105-77 in 


favor of affiliation with a national 
teachers' union, said Faculty Senate 
Pros. David Macaulay. 


A second referendum will be held 


next Thursday and Friday when the 
faculty will decide which union will 
represent them. 


The national unions under consid- 


eration are the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education 
Assn., and the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Professors, Macaulay said. 


NINETY PER CENT of Harper's 


full-time faculty members voted in 
the 
referendum 
at 
the 
Palatine 


campus. Macaulay said. The referen- 
dum was called for by a majority of 
the faculty at a meeting April 15. 


Two earlier attempts to form a 


union at Harper were rejected by the 
faculty Last fall the teachers voted 90 
to 77 against a proposal to affiliate 
with a union, mid a similar proposal 
also was defeated in 1973. 


Macaulay, who supported 
union- 


isation, 
said 
the 
college board's 


breaking off of contract negotiations 
with the faculty last month was the 
"final push" in convincing the faculty 
to forif^ union. 


He said the faculty senate, which 


now represents the teachers in nego- 
tiations, has not been effective. 


MACAULAY SAID the decision to 


union* means "the faculty will be 
more Wilted. I think the board, which 
has been ignoring the faculty, will be 
more inclined to take notice of the 
faculty." 


Trustee Robert Ratisch, board uce 


chairman and chief negotiator, said 
he hopes the faculty's decision to 
form a union will not affect negotia- 
tions 


In response to Macaulay's state- 


ment that the board will be inclined to 
take greater notice of the faculty, 
Rausch said, "I don't think the board 
is going to change the way it operates 
one whit " 


Trustee Judith Troehler, also a 


board negotiator, said, "There is not 


a collective bargaining law in Illinois, 
so it is not mandatory that the board 
recognize a unionized faculty." In the 
past, the board has recognized the 
faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses. 


THE FACULTY now will have to 


decide whether the union will only 
take over contract negotiations, or if 
it will also play a role in academic 
affairs, Macaulay said. The faculty 
senate now is involved in academic 
affairs, but Macaulay said a union is 
generally only involved in negotia- 
tions. 


In a memo sent to faculty members 


last week, Macaulay listed reasons for 
supporting affiliation with a union. 


He said the college board's dis- 


regard for the senate in salary nego- 
tiations, its refusal to negotiate salary 
ranges and working conditions, and 
changes in the board's grievance pol- 
icy for faculty members were among 
the reasons he urged support for a 
union. 


The faculty senate and board of 


trustees have been involved in a 
series of court battles in the past year 
over salary negotiations. 


In the most recent case, the faculty 


obtained an injunction against the col- 
lege board, prohibiting it from mail- 
ing contracts for the 
1976-77 school 


year to faculty members. That case 
will be heard today in Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


Macaulay said he will make a state- 


ment before next week's referendum 
in support of affiliation with one of the 
national teachers' unions. There also 
will be a debate Tuesday between the 
various contenders for affiliation, he 
said.

are as narrow as nine feet between 
Shabonee Trail and Milburn Avenue; 
installing a traffic signal at Lincoln 
vStreet: and repaving and rebanking 
most of the curve. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said 


the .S-curve will be closed and all traf- 
fic will be rerouted when construction 
begins. The project is expected to 
take from three lo four months to 
complete. 


By terms of the agreement, the 


state will fund $166,917 of the project 
and the federal government will subsi- 
dize $402,303 of the construction costs 
because Elmhurst Road is a state 
route - 111. Rte. 83. 


The village has agreed to pay an

for 
engineering 


costs, stipulating it will be reimbursed 
by the state and by the Federal High- 
way Administration. 


S-ctirve improvements have been on 


the drawing board since the state ap- 
proved a traffic signal in that area 
two years ago.

River Trails Dist. 26 Board of Edu- 


cation members want to continue 
studying a 
possible 
merger 
with 


Mount Prospect Dist. 57, 


The board Tuesday recommended 


the appointment of a joint committee 
from two districts to pursue the possi- 
bility of combining the districts. 


If the Dist. 37 board agrees to form 


a joint committee, the panel would de- 
cide whether a merger of the two dis- 
tricts would help solve their common 
problems of declining enrollments and 
financial deficits. 


ENROLLMENT IN Dist. 26 is proj- 


ected to decline 13.4 per cent by the 
1979-80 school year. Dist. 57 expects a 
decrease in enrollment of 17.9 per 
cent during the same period. 


Without changes in local taxes, or 


an increase in state aid, both districts 
face future financial trouble. Dist. 26 
could face bankruptcy by the 1977-78 
school year. Dist. 57 projects a budget 


deficit of $2 million in 1981. Both dis- 
tricts have made budget cuts this 
year to reduce their deficits. 


The Dist. 26 board proposal to con- 


linue study of a merger was based on 
a report prepared by administrators 
in both districts, comparing their en- 
rollment, salaries, tax rates and pro- 
grams. 


Dist. 20 Supt. John Fridlund said 


there would be an immediate savings 
of 5134,000 in administrative staff 
costs if the two districts merged. 


THERE ALSO would be an addition- 


al $136,000 in taxes gained with the 
merger. Fridlund said. 


Although Dist, 57 has a higher tax 


rate in its education and operations 
funds, it has a lower tax rate for 
building bonds, Fridlund said. If there 
were a merger, there would only be a 
slight difference in the tax rates for 
residents in each district, he said. 


Board member William Haase said, 


"There is enough of a potential finan- 
cial advantage to a consolidation ef- 


Office site owners seek 
Prospect Hts. disannex 


The owner of 31 acres in Prospect 


Heights on which a $20 million office 
building is planned has filed for dis- 
annexation from the new city. 


The property owner. Maryland Life 


Insurance Co., Baltimore. Md., has 
filed a disannexation petition in Cook 
County Circuit Court, said Stanley 
Gore, a Chicago attorney representing 
the company. 


It is the first disannexation petition 


to be filed by a property owner in 
Prospect 
Heights 
which 
was 
in- 


corporated 
by referendum vote in 


January. Several other property own- 
ers have threatened to disannex, but 
none have filed petitions. 


THE 31-ACRE parcel, located on 


Sanders Road just south of Willow 
Road on the eastern boundary of the 
city, is the proposed site for the inter- 
national offices of the Household Fi- 
nance Corp. 


Cook County officials have approved 


plans for the project because it is lo- 
cated in an area that was unincorpo- 
rated until recently. 


Gore said the property owners are 


expected to discuss the proposed dis- 
annexation with Prospect Heights city 
officials, to be elected May 22, before 
a hearing on the case is scheduled. 


Richard E. Wolf, president of the 


Prospect Heights Improvement Assn. 
which spearheaded the incorporation 
effort, said the disannexation would 


have a detrimental effect on the new 
city. 


T I! E 
DISANNEXATION 
would 


block the city's potential growth to 
the east where there is currently land 
that might be annexed, he said. 


Although candidates in the May 22 


election have said there will be no 
need to impose a municipal property 
tax, 
the city would gain revenues 


from the project through a business 
license fee, he said. 


Gore would not explain why the dis- 


annexation request was filed. 


State statutes require those who file 


for disannexation prove that the move 
would not have an adverse effect on 
the city's economic stability and po- 
tential growty. 


"THERE'S NO QUESTION in my 


mind that we can meet these require- 
ments. But the property owners will 
wait to discuss the matter with the 
new city council after it is elected," 
Gore said. 


Owners of the Holiday Inn, 2875 Mil- 


waukee Ave., Allgauer's Fireside Inn, 
2855 Milwaukee Ave., Pal-Waukee 
Airport and several apartment com- 
plexes in Prospect Heights have been 
considering disannexation from 
the 


new city for several months. 


Most of the officials havil said they 


fear increased taxation by the new 
city.

need an average 13 students per class 
to offer its bummer school program 
this year, according to district offi- 
cials.

summer school on a tuition basis 
charging $<IO per student. However, an 
average of 15 students per class will 
be required, said Marjorie Beu. as- 
sistant superintendent for instruction. 


Dist. 21 has offered a free summer 


school program for the past

years. This year, however, it appears 
there will be no state reimbursement 
for the program. As a result the Dist. 
21 board decided to offer it on a fee 
basis. 


Enrollment in this year's summer 


school probably will drop consid- 
erably, Miss Beu said. She said she 
expects between 1.000 and 1,200 chil- 
dren to enroll, whereas last year 
there were 2,900 students when the 
program was free. 


MISS BEU SAID with an average of 


J.i pupils per class, the district hopes 


to provide smaller classes for reme- 
dial students, making up Ihe differ: 
ence with larger band and orchestra 
classes. 


The district now is planning to offer 


summer classes in every school, but if 
enrollment is very low, some ele- 
mentary schools may be combined, 
Miss Beu said. 


Registration currently is in progress 


for summer school at each Dist. 21 
school. Parents may register 
their 


children for courses through May 28. 
Thr program is scheduled for June 15 
through July!). 


The summer school program will in- 


clude classes in first grade readiness 
and intensive study and review in 
each school, The junior high schools 
also will offer band and orchestra. 


Enrichment classes planned by the 


district include chess, camping, out- 
door education, rock and roll, arts 
and crafts, physical education, cook- 
ing, model airplanes and multi-ethnic 
experiences.

dation. The trustees would then hold a 
hearing to determine if a referendum 
would be called. 


If voters approve consolidation, an 


election would be held to form a new 
board of education for the consoli- 
dated district. 


Under annexation, a board of educa- 


tion would petition to annex to anoth- 
er district, and the district to be an- 
nexed would then dissolve. 


Annexation would require a petition 


from both boards or a petition from 
voters in both districts to the county 
school trustees. The trustees would 
then hold a hearing on the petition 
either approve or deny the annexa- 
tion. A referendum would not be re- 
quired. 


FRIDLUND SAID annexation with 


an advisory vote from residents first 
would be the best procedure to follow 
if a merger is recommended, because 
it is a less elaborate procedure than 
consolidation. 


"I don't think consolidation is the 


best way to go in the union of two 
schooldistricts," 
Fridlund 
said. 


"There is some merit in annexation, 
s c h o o l districts," Fridlund said, 
but it bypasses the electorate." 


"We should consider an advisory 


referendum — then you have spoken 
to the electorate and you can justifia- 
bly go through the annexation proce- 
dure," Fridlund said. 


Fridlund said if annexation is rec-

Keeping ethnic foods alive 
Greek grocery serves tradition 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


There is a small ethnic grocery-bak- 


ery in Des Plaines that offers its pa 
trons a step backwards to a time of 
strong national ties and traditions. 


An aroma of roasting lambs and 


freshly baked bread fills the air. A 
delicatessen case holds open contain- 
ers of shiny green and black olives, 
cheeses and salads. 


A pastry counter in another corner 


of the shop is stacked with large trays 
of honey and nut desserts between 
layers of paper-thin dough. 


Shelves are stocked with boxes of 


wheal, seeds and ingredients used to 
make Greek, Armenian, Syrian and 


Lebanese food dishes. 


GEORGIA AND JERRY Koutavas, 


owners of the Columbus Food Mar- 
ket, 1651 Rand Rd., believe they are 
helping to keep the ethnic foods and 
traditions alive in the Northwest sub- 
urbs where they are not an obvious 
part of daily life. 


"There are families who move out 


of the cities, out of the ethnic neigh- 
borhoods where their parents have 
lived, and into the suburbs. And they 
want to continue the traditions and 
make the food, but there aren't many 
places out here to buy what they 
need," Mrs. Koutavas said. 


The family's store is the only one of 


its kind in the Northwest suburbs al- 
though others like it are a common 
sight in the Greek neighborhoods of 
Chicago. 


It was in one such neighborhood, on 


the west side of the city near Harrison 
and Central streets, where Mrs. Kout- 
avas' immigrant parents first opened 
the Columbus Food Market 45 years 
ago. 


KOUTAVAS, WHO WAS born in 


Greece, and his wife, who is Ameri- 
can-born, have since taken on the 
management of the store and relo- 
cated 
it four years ago in Des 


Plaines.

Youngsters then would be screened 


by the school staff to determine 
whether they are mature enough to 
start kindergarten this fall. 


The district at this time has not re- 


stricted the number of students who 
will be admitted to the program. Re- 
strictions will be drawn up only if stu- 
dents cannot be placed into class- 
rooms already scheduled for the 1976- 
77 school vear. 


Parents have protested the way the 


unit school district petitioning was 
conducted in Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59, saying they were not receiv- 
ing all the necessary information and 
disliked the involvement of two board 
members. 


The parents, among a crowd of 


more than 250 persons at this week's 
board of education meeting, ques- 
tioned the manner in which the unit 
district petitions were filed. Last week 
a committee of 10 residents filed peti- 
tions requesting an election to decide 
whether the Dist. 59 area should con- 
solidate into a unit district with one 
school board and administration gov- 
erning elementary and high schools. 


The committee of 10 residents is the 


legal body required to begin the pro- 
cess of presenting the issue to the vot- 
ers. The committee in Dist. 59 in- 
cludes two board members and two 
Dist. 59 administrators,. 


"THE COMMITTEE OF 10 isn't ex- 


actly a citizens' group," said Jack 
Roeser of Arlington Heights. "There's 
been a lot of input from the board and 
administration." 


He said he is not against the unit 


district concept "but against this one 
per se. Dist. 59 has had a bad record 
financially despite its good tax base. 
And now it looks like it's going to do a 
dirty trick to (High School) Dist. 214." 


The proposed unit district would in- 


clude Forest View and Elk Grove high 
schools in addition to the Dist. 59 
schools. Currently, Dist. 59 supplies 
about 50 per cent of Dist. 214's tax 
bas,e but only about 27 per cent of the 
students. 


"1 don't think the issue tonight is 


whether the unit district is good or 
bad for us but the manner in which 
the 
petitions were 
submitted. It 


seemed 
underhanded," 
said 
Carol 


Wirth of Elk Grove Village. "We're 
tired of hearing you want open com- 
munications and on the other hand 
shut us off." 


EDWARD KENNA, AN Elk Grove 


Village trustee, said, "The public can- 
not make a decision when people do 
things in a clandestine manner. I 
think you (the committee of 10 resi- 
dents) have questions to answer as a 
group." 


Kenna said he questioned whether 


the voters would gel the necessary in- 


formation to make an intelligent deci- 
sion on the unit district question. 


Nancy Clark of Arlington Heights 


presented 
the board with petitions 


signed by more than 1,500 parents 
protesting the way the unit district pe- 
titions were filed. She said parents 
"are concerned with the handling of 
the study and filing of the petitions 
and not which school our students 
would attend." 


Jan Schullz of Mount Prospect said 


she supports the unit district move- 
ment because she "hopes many more 
children in future years could attend 
schools as fine as we now have. I feel 
the unit district would be beneficial to 
everyone concerned." 


Board member Barbara Somogyi 


said she has "always been a suppor- 
ter of taking the issue to the people. 
Maybe now is the time to put it in the 
hands of the people. It's the obligation 
of this board to put it to rest and nev- 
er bring it up again." 


Board member Avis Wold said the 


board cannot make any decision con- 
cerning reorganization into a unit dis- 
trict, but she supports presenting the

Taxi program gives seniors freedom 


Transportation can be a 
major 


problem for senior citizens who do not 
drive. 


In Mount Prospect, people age 65 


and older cannot ride the bus. There 
is no operating bus system. Seniors 
can, however, utilize the village subsi- 
dized taxi service program at any 
time of day or night. 


And the price is right: They pay 


only 50 cents for a taxi to ride any- 
where within the village boundaries 
and the village pays the remainder of 
the fixed $1.45 fare. This program has 
givn the elderly of Mount Prospect a 
little more freedom 
and indepen- 


dence. 


THIS YEAR THE program will cost 


the village about $10,000. There are 
some 983 registered senior identi- 


fication cardholders. 


Kathleen E. Sloga, coordinator of 


the Mount Prospect Senior Citizens 
Center, 600 S. See-Gwun Ave., said 
Mount Prospect residents 65 and older 
who are not employed on a full-time 
basis can register any time to become 
a taxi program cardholder. Seniors 
must prove their age and residency hi 
registering.

are baked fresh in large ovens in the 
back of the store. Whole lambs are 
left hanging on meat hooks in a freez- 
er in anticipation of orders. 


MRS. KOUTAVAS AND several oth- 


er bakers also make "sponikopeta," a 
spinach pie with cheese, that is sold in 
slices with the pastries as a quick 
lunch or snack, she said. 


She is always offering helpful hints 


for those bold enough to trv making 
the Greek dishes at home and passing 
on her reliable family recipes 


"It's a good business and I enjoy 


talking to the people most. It's nice to 
see Greeks and Armenians and even 
the non-Greeks come into our store to 
try the different pastries and foods. It 
makes us feel good." Mrs. Koutavas 
said. 


Besides keeping the pastry racks 


filled and the shelves stacked, Mrs. 
Koutavas spends much of her day 
making favors that are a traditional 
part of most Greek weddings and bap- 
tisms. They are 
candy-coated al- 


monds wrapped in colored netting, 
sometimes set into decorative contain- 
ers, and trimmed with ribbon and 
lace. 


She also decorates long, white can- 


dles for use in Orthodox church wed- 
dings and baptisms. 


IT'S 
A SEVEN-DAY-a-week job, 


from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. each day, but 
it's also a way of life for the Koutavas 
family who thinks of the store as their 
home. 


The Greek flags and the yellow-gold 


jewelry that are displayed in a small 
gift corner of the store, the Grecian 
vases, albums and magazines and oth- 
er imports from the Aegean Sea coast 
complete the store's offering of ethnic 
delights. 


"For us, and for Greek-born like us, 


these things are familiar. We grew up 
in homes where they were a natural 
part of our environment." Mrs. Kout- 
avas said. 


"But for others, these things aie 


new, 
they are special. And yet we 


have these things here so that all 
people can share in them," she said.
